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NAB GETS DOWN TO BUSINESS 


N. E. Tops Holiday Week Card 
As Season Actually Ushered In 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Independence 
Day swing proved more interesting fi- 
nancially than in years as weather 
breaks brought out better than average 
spending crowds to outdoor spots on the 
Atlantic Coast. For most shops the 
holiday really marked the opening of 
the season as far as receipts are con- 
cerned, business up until then having 
been more or less spotty, with few 
sources reporting anything better than 
“satisfactory” returns. 


Just the same, July Fourth celebra- 
tions were down to a minimum, with 
only a small number of free acts and 
independent attractions getting work. 
Lack of initiative on the part of aus- 
pices coupled with flop celebrations 
during recent years may be the reasons. 

New England, perennial flag wavers, 
is believed to have topped this end of 
the country in Natal events, with Som- 
erville, South Boston, Littleton, Pep- 
perell, Auburn and a flock of others in 
Massachusetts setting the pace. Lowell’s 
quarter-century old celebration (full 
week), sponsored by the city, day and 
cated it with Ringling-Barnum Circus, 
which played the town the day before 
the Fourth. Kilonis Shows put in a 
good week, but absence of the usually 
huge concession line stood out in bold 
relief. Crowds were big, but there could 
have been more attractions, reason for 
dearth being last year’s outside rack- 
eteering in the mill town. 


Coney Island, the Rockaways and the 
resorts in Long Island, Westchester and 


the Jersey seacoast received their share 
of play, and today, with prolonged hot 
weather, a second good week-end is in 
the offing. Swimming pools at beaches 
and those at amusement parks and in- 
dependently operated were among the 
big gainers. 

Traffic during the exodus was the 
most terrific in years. Metropolitan 
district is in a key position, in that 
thousands of people have been arriving 
daily to spend time at resorts and with

WILMINGTON, Del., July 6.—The anti-trust action against the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America and RCA Communications, Inc., brought on by the United States 
government, was terminated in the United States District Court this week when 
Judge John P. Nields signed a supplementary consent decree submitted by the 
government and counsel for RCA and Communications, relating to foreign con- 
tracts. Signing of the decree brings to a close five years’ litigation involving radio 
transmission in this country and in nearly all parts of the world. The supplementary 


decree related only to foreign contracts

But by far the greatest part of them marry 


unsensationally and become housewives. 


Some, of course, marry actors, stage- 


hands or musicians and stay in show business. The depression has brought hun- 


dreds of niusical comedy chorines back to 
Broadway seeking jobs. Chorus Equity 
Association is usually their first stop, and 
it is here that they tell their stories of 
husbands without jobs, of divorces and of 
non-show biz jobs that vanished. Of 
course, most of them are no longer young 
and pretty, and find job-hunting on 
Broadway a heart-breaking process. But 
their vanity refuses to acknowledge this 
and they still haunt the dinky Times 
Square agencies with their hopeful, if not 
youthful, faces. 

Since producers want young girls (64 
per cent of Chorus Equity’s membership 
Was new this year) the older girls trying 
a@ comeback have hardly a chance. If they 
can land a cafe or burlesque job, they’re 
lucky. 

Mrs. Dorothy Bryant, secretary of 
Chorus Equity. says the depression has 
revealed an astonishing percentage of 
chorus girls who married. Many who 
were married secietly were forced to re- 
veal their married names when applying 
for relief, for example. The average 
chorine’s life in Broadway musicals is 
from two to five seasons, incidentally. 


Not all chorines wind up in blissful 
housewifery, however. A few become pic- 
ture stars, among them being Jeanette 
Macdonald, Marion Davies, Joan Crawford, 
Helene and Dolores Costello and Imogene 
Wilson (Mary Nolan). Sally Rand, Gladys 
Glad and Mary Lewis also mace the grade. 
Joan Crawford made the most spectacuiar 
rise in pictures, Mrs. Bryant thinks, while 
Sally Rand enjoyed the most sensational 
chorus girl success of recent years. Ruth 
Altman and Audrey Christie are among 
the chorines who have made good as stage 
principals. 

Not all choius girls marry millionaires, 
despite the tabloid headlines. tho Dorothy 
Knapp, Kathryn Ray and Hazel Forbes 
are among those who did. Miss Forbes, 
now a millionaire widow, was the highest 
paid chorus girl in the country, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Bryant, receiving as high as 
$250 weekly from Earl Carroll six years 
ago when Carro]l, Florenz Ziegfeld and 
George White were competing for the 
most beautiful girls in the world. Those 
were golden days, when beauties could 
play the three big producers against each 
ether and get good salaries. 


A few line hoofers found their un- 
fortunate way into scandal headlines. 
Among them were Imogene Wilson and 
Marion (Kiki) Roberts. Both are now 
playing cabarets. 

Modern show business is obviously nar- 
rowing the career of the beautiful-but- 
dumb type of chorine. Movies, the 
natural haven for chorus girls, want 
talent along with beauty, now that the 
screen talks. There are more than 2,000 
chorus girls registered in Hollywood now, 
and they have been enjoying a good sea- 
son. Their fate is in the hands of dance 
directors (from New York), picture cycles, 
Technicolor and the fickle public.

Butterfield Gives 
Theater Camp 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., July 6—A 
1,000-acre fishing and hunting haven 
for theatrical people and underprivileged 
boys is to be established at Fish Lake in 
Barry County, near Orangeville, under 
the auspices of W. 8S. Butterfield, head 
of the Butterfield Theaters, Inc. 


The camp is to be conducted by the 
Michigan Theatrical Foundation, which 
has had the idea under consideration for 
many years. Butterfield says that the 
project is to be non-profit making, es- 
tablished merely to help theatrical peo- 
ple in the State as well as making it a 
camp for underprivileged boys. He said 
in the announcement that he would 
deed the land for the camp to the 
Foundation and would pay the taxes for 
the next five years. 


Altho the camp is primarily for theat- 
rical folk, others may use the facilities 
by paying a small charge. The camp is 
to be nonsectarian. It is proposed to 
operate the work at the boys’ camp by 
members of the clubhouse agreeing to 
promote an annual theatrical benefit in 
six of the largest cities of the State. It 
is estimated that between $12,000 and 
$15,000 per year will be needed for the 
entire project. 


The management of the Foundation is 
to be controlled by a committee of 25 
trustees selected from the best known 
owners, lessees and managers of the 
theaters thruout Michigan.

Yorkers Away From Broadway 


NEW YORK, July 6.—The Glorious 
Fourth took heavy toll on Broadway this 
week, with grosses in almost every spot 
hitting new lows. It was estimated that 
2,000,000 persons left the city over the 


holiday, with disastrous results to Main 
Street’s entertainment joints. 


Legit took it on the chin all week, 
with the result that two more plays 
folded. They were Ceiling Zero and Ac- 
cent on Youth. Eleven shows gave mati- 
nees on the Fourth with fair business, 
but the evening performances died. 

With only two new pictures in Times 
Square, the cinema palaces counted their 
grosses with red ink. The cooling plants 
were responsible for most of the patrons, 
but unless pictures get better even the 
iced air will not bring in customers... 

The beaches accounted for a million 
visitors over the week-end and the holi- 
day. Spending was better than at any 
time during the season and concession- 


ee 


ers are more hopeful than in the past 
few years. Coney drew the heaviest 
crowd over the Fourth, with 600,000 on 
the beach and boardwalk. Other water- 
ing spots pulled heavily and each got a 
good share of dough. 


Burlesk is still holding up despite the 
heat, and it looks as tho it may go thru 
the summer without casualties. The 
patrons do not seem to mind the heat, 
and having weathered this week’s hot 
spell there is every indication that busi- 
ness will continue good. 


Night clubs are taking a licking. The 
Hollywood and Paradise are holding 
steady, but other spots are way off. 
Spending is at a minimum and patrons 
are few. The roadhouses have been 
taking night club followers from Broad- 
way, especially during the past week. 
Most road houses within 50 miles of the 
city are getting a good play. 

Saloons in the Square are dying. 
Prices are coming down with some 
joints selling a slug of rye for 15 cents. 
Gin drinks in most spots are 15 and 20 
cents, with few takers. Federal men are 
making it tough for joints selling bad 
hootch. Many spots have been closed 
and the boys are scared. 

Juice joints along the canyon are all 
getting a play from the sign gazers. 
These spots are probably the only places 
in town that show consistent grosses 
week after week.

Of Rehearsal Pay 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Equity sent out 
notice to all managers Wednesday in- 
forming them of the recent council] rul- 
ings concerning pay for rehearsals and 
the 80-20 ratio between senior and junior 
members in any company. The letter, 
signed by Frank Gillmore, Equity presi- 
dent, says that the rulings are at present 
“rough drafts,” continuing: “When I 
speak of rough drafts I mean that they 
do not necessarily comprehend the com- 
pleted plan as it will finally be decided 
on and that there may be further council 
action affecting the subject matter, either 
by way of additions or limitations. 


“But whatever the ultimate form, it 
will doubtless go into effect not later 
than September 1 and I am sending you 
these notices as I think it only fair to 
advise you that employment contracts 
issued before that date for openings in 
the late summer or autumn will, under 
Equity rules, be considered as including 
the conditions finally decided upon”

N. Y. Relief Waits 
Washington Okeh 


NEW YORK, July 6.—The drama- 
vaude division of the Emergency Relief 
Administration is waiting hopefully for 
government okeh of its proposed new 
projects. General Hugh S. Johnson, new 
Works Progress Administrator here, to- 
day released a list of local projects ap- 
proved, but most of them are construc- 
tion and remodeling jobs. 

Of the $40,000,000 to be spent by the 
Roosevelt Administration, at least $17.- 
500,000 will come to this city. A small 
portion will go to theatrical and cultural 
activities, it is hoped. 

There are now 22 dramas and 8 
vaudeville units touring the second and 
third CCC Camp corps areas in the East. 
The drama-vaude department has re- 
quested money to put out more units. 
In addition, it is asking money for the 
American Federation of Actors’ circus 
project. 

The portable theaters are slated to re- 
sume Monday after several delays due 
to lack of equipment. 

A committee of the Students’ Council 
of the School of Dance, Music and 
Drama, a_ relief project, protested 
Wednesday to Col. Earl Boothe against 
a new ruling requiring students to pay 
their term fees in a lump sum instead 
of weekly. The ruling is being rescinded. 


Operators Pinched 
In Picket Fights 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Despite efforts 
of Mayor LaGuardia’s committee of one 
to settle the local picture machine op- 
erators’ problem, more than 30 members 
of Local 306 were pinched the past sev- 
eral days for picketing. Frank Tichenor, 
who is attempting to find a solution, is 
confining the Times Square picketing 
to between 8 and 10 p.m., and this re- 
striction has made Local 306 bitter. 

West 42d street has been flooded with 
plain-clothes men and coppers to pre- 
vent cross-picketing disturbances. Lo- 
cal 306 claims its men are being dis- 
criminated against, as very few Allied 
or Empire picketers are manhandled or 
arrested. A 306 man, Al Goldenburg, was 
beaten up by a cop Wednesday while 
picketing the Sam Harris Theater. Two 
306 men were fined $15 each and two 
$5 each Thursday in the Bay Ridge 
Court for picketing Brooklyn theaters. 

Tichenor has arranged a truce on mass 
picketing of Empire and Allied men, but 
has not been able to get Local 306 to 
accept any voluntary restrictions. 


Arthur, David Loew Out 
As Loew’s, Inc., Directors 


NEW YORK, July 8%—Arthur and 
David Loew, sons of Marcus Loew, 
founder of Loew's, Inc., resigned their 
positions as directors of the firm last 
week. Both resignations were accepted, 
altho Arthur Loew continues as vice- 
president of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer in 
charge of foreign business and his 
brother remains as buying and booking 
head for the Loew Circuit. No reasons 
were given, with the picture trade 
speculating as to the causes involved. 
New directors will probably be elected 
August 7. Loew’s board of directors 
voted the regular $1.62'4 dividend on 
Loew preferred stock, payable August 15 
to stockholders on record as of July 26. 


Alvin Box-Office Stick-Up 


NEW YORK, July 6.—The box office of 
the Alvin on West 52d street, where Any- 
thing Goes is playing, was held up Thurs- 
day night (4) by four men and over a 
grand in receipts was taken.

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HERE’S no telling the num- 
ber of ants in an anthill until 
you batter it down. Ina re- 

cent column we inveighed against 
the species of scribe known as the 
Broadway gossip columnist. The 
reaction has been so favorable 
that we regret following the origi- 
nal impulse favoring restraint and 
anonymity. Perhaps if we had 
called a spade a spade more effec- 
tive public service would have 
been performed. On the other 
hand, we feel as a result of the 
comments received that the refer- 
ences to those who conduct 
Broadway gossip columns in- 
volved a degree of unfairness to- 
ward at least one man whom we 
have long admired and who is as 
different from those with whom 
he is forced to share a categorical 
pigeonhole as an honest police of- 
ficial is from a dirty, lowdown 
crook. Both, let us explain, pack 
pistols. 

We took advantage of columnizing 
license when we decried conditions that 
permit most gossip mongers to prosper 
and bully the persons that are their vul- 
nerable targets because they are in the 
public eye. We might have achieved a 
whitewash for Louis Sobol, The New York 
Evening Journal’s columnist, but in do- 
ing so there was the hazard involved of 
creating the impression that he is the 
only one among them who doesn’t steal 
milk from babics or who doesn’t take 
delight in breaking up homes or depriving 
heads of families of jobs. Louis isn't the 
only one, put the way we feel about the 
others at this time is that if they are 
carelessly condemned with the rest, it is 
strictly their own fault for choosing such 
& precarious livelihood. Louis so far out- 
shines in virtues his alleged contempora- 
Ties as to deserve special mention. And 
he deserves, too, being singled out as a 
rare phenomenon. A man who dabbles 
in muck, who wades thru tons of dirt and 
comes out not only unbesmirched but 
thru the marvelous alchemy of a golden 
soul transmutes that which is spurious 
and loathsome into an intangible that is 
the closest to beauty that it is possible to 
find in the columns of a newspaper pro- 
duced under the highest pressured con- 
ditions possible.

We wouldn’t walk two steps to watch 
William Randolph Hearst wave an Amer- 
ican flag with senile jingoism. But even 
this champion of imperialistic causes has 
a well-defined virtue in Louis Sobol, a 
columnizer on one of Hearst’s many 
“properties.” We have read Sobol care- 
fully, analytically for several years. We 
have differed with him on numerous oc- 
casions in regard to his enthusiasms. 
Which is an anticipated phenomenon. 
Were all of us enthusiastic about the 
same things and people there would be 
nothing duller in the world than opin- 
fonated writing. We have differed with 
Sobol, but we have never found him to be 
unfair, mean, sneaking or guilty of dis- 
torting facts either overtly or thru neglect 
in checking on them. This, for a Broadway 
columnist, is an achievement supreme. 

Yet Sobol’s virtue hinges ever so lightly 
on his fairness in commenting on people 
and events. Sobol is an institution—and 


a benign one—because he permits his 
whoie being to permeate his column. His 
daily stint does not repres2nt to him—as 
it does to others—an opportunity to give 
vent to pet hates, peeves and other forms 
of mental perversion. Sobol has a soul 
that finds expression in a crazy quilt of 
ingeniously fashioned gossip, observa- 
tions and anecdotes. To him Broadway 
and its people are a colony of microbes 
under the microscope of an observer who 
understands these creatures and the mo- 
tives that propel them better than they 
do themselves. 

Sobol applies to his columnizing the 
welcome touch of an experienced and 
talented newspaper man and Nature has 
blessed him with character. The blend- 
ing of the twain makes for a concoction 
that is mellow, evenly flavored and pleas- 
urable to the mental touch of those 
whose minds are above the superficiality 
and ignorance that are branded as Broad- 
way but are nothing more than small- 
town street-corner rowdyism, perversion 
and thievery transplanted into the as- 
phalted soil of a noisy, garishly lighted 
thorofare called Broadway. 

We don’t know whether he is happy on 
Broadway. Frequent lapses in his column 
betray a restlessness and a nostalgia for 
the small towns he once knew. But 
whether or not Broadway gives him the 
peace and contentment every conscience- 
free man deserves to possess, Broadway 
needs Sobol—and the show business 
needs him, too. Sobol builds, glorifies and 
inspires. Most of his colleagues besmirch 
the bed in which they lie, parasitically 
tear down the institutions that made 
their earnings possible and cast discredit 
on the Fourth Estate, which is forced to 
include them in its roster because there 
are still a few publishers left who are cir- 
culation crazy.

T IS typical of the pronounced indi- 
vidualism of the actor that he would 
rather permit one of his colleagues to 

fall into a trap than run the risk of be- 
ing classed as a snitcher thru talking out 
of turn. There is no way of telling the 
exact number, but a good guess is that 
there are in the show business today 
about 50 promoter-producers who have 
never earned a strictly honest penny but 
manage to pull one shady stunt after 
another without more than casual inter- 
ference simply because those that they 
victimize either haven’t the guts or are 
too indifferent to speak up when the 
opportunity presents itself. 

The other day we attended a party 
given in honor of one of the beloved 
ladies of the theater. We chatted with 
an actress of international renown. The 
trend of conversation was interrupted for 
a few moments when this esteemed lady 
pointed out a gent who has a reputation 
abroad that is blacker than Jack John- 
son’s skin. She stated that she is so 
wrought up about the harm this man has 
done to her friends by his gypping that 
she is determined not to greet him. Just 
a few minutes before we overheard an 
actor tell her that he has just signed to 
appear abroad in a show promoted by the 
gyp. Aside from dropping the all too 
gentle hint, “Are you sure he has the 
money?,” the lady said nothing at all 
about her experiences with the gyp. This 
episode is itself unimportant (but it will 
soon be most important for the unsus- 
pecting actor who is about to fall into a 
trap), but it serves to show how valuable 
information is withheld simply because 
an individuel doesn't want to become 
“involved.” It is thru loopholes like this 
that gyps are permitted to creep on their 
way thru other people’s fortunes and 
careers. 


Readers of trade papers wonder some- 
times, according to mail we receive, why 
the activities of gyps are “played up” 
apparently out of all proportion to the 
financial impertance of their enterprises. 
They often brand such a tendency as 
being imbued with a tinge of yellow jour- 
nalism. They are wrong, of course. A 
real trade paper, one that has no space 
at all for gossip about the personal affairs 
of show people, jumps at the opportunity 
to “play up” gyp activities because its 
publisher and his associates realize that 
publicity is the most effective weapon 
that can be used against a crook. Murder 
isn’t generally committed in the line of 
a@ spotlight. Shady dealings and frank, 
outspoken comment can’t possibly go 
hand in hand. 

Gyps will cease to operate as soon as 
those they victimize become thoroly con- 
versant with the mechanics of trade 
paper journalism. If Jim Gyp strands a 
company and flies the coop and if the 
victims throw aside fear and tell their 
story to a trade paper there isn’t much 
chance of Jim pulling any more stunts 
for a long time to come.

torially on all advertising Sieve it is 
accepted and thus avoid any undue 
kickbacks later on. 

Talk on television by Andrew W. 
Cruse, chief engineer of the electrical 
division of the U. S. Department of 
Commerce, preceded the report of Philip 
G. Loucks, managing director, whose 
resignation becomes effective at the 
close of this convention. Loucks, who 
retires with the regrets of the entire 
industry, reviewed the five years of his 
tenancy, beginning from the days when 
the NAB had less than 50 members and 
showing how it has grown to more than 
400 under his guidance. Loucks pleaded 
for unity in the ranks of the NAB, as 
did Mr. Ward. 

Agency Recognition 

Favorable reports were submitted by 
Arthur B. Church, heading the com- 
mercial section committee, which is 
finding ways and means of going ahead 
with the proposed bureau of standards 
and the agency recognition plan. As- 
sisting and working with Mr. Church 
on this angle is Herman S. Hettinger, 
University of Pennsylvania professor, 
who is doing research work for the NAB. 
While these measures have been worked 
out at committee and other meetings 
fairly satisfactory to date, it is believed 
that another year will be needed for the 
plan to be put into successful operation. 

Right now it appears that it is not 
a question of how to measure, but what 
to measure. Gradually, however, the 
problems are being overcome. 


McCosker on Copyright 


A. J. McCosker is preparing a favor- 
able copyright report which is expected 
to back up the moves of the networks 
in signing five-year agreements with 
ASCAP, altho McCosker represents an 
independent station, WOR. It is Mc- 
Cocker’s opinion that if the government 
suit against ASCAP were lost so also 
would be the radio industry, especially 
the networks. Whereas, if the govern- 
ment’s suit were won the five-year 
agreement could be nullified. 

That McCosker acted diplomatically in 
withholding his signature from a new 
ASCAP agreement goes without saying, 
and the consensus of opinion is that 
Isaac D. Levy, of WCAU, since he was 
active in copyfight matters and the 
NAB, should have given his consent to 
ASCAP, but actually withheld his sig- 
nature as a gesture in the interest of 
the NAB. Instead, the indie delegates 
figure he gave moral support and com- 
fort to the enemy, altho it is possible 
that Levy meant well and believed that 
others would see it as he saw it. On 
the other hand it is thought that the 
Columbia Broadcasting System officials 
rushed Levy into signing and that all 
hands in New York at the time decided 
to sign up while Joe Hostetler had gone 
out to Cleveland for a drink of water 
or a week-end visit. 

It is the Levy angle that is apt to 
result in a showdown unless McCosker 
succeeds in showing the delegates that 
the networks and Levy had no alter- 
native, but did the best thing possible. 
Some delegates claim they will actually 
yell for Levy’s expulsion from the NAB, 
but much, of this zeal is wearing off 
as the convention spirit waxes stronger. 
If any real fireworks develop Levy will 
be in the middle because it is alleged 
he put the indie stations in just such 
& spot. 


Hundred-Watters Meet 


Edward E. Allen, of WLVA, Lynch- 
burg, Va., gathered a group of owners 
and operators of 100-watt stations and 
other low-powered outlets in the Broad- 
moor Theater Sunday morning and went 
into his plans for the organization of 
this group. Mutual benefits thru rate 
stabilization is one of the ideas Mr. 
Allen has in mind. About 50 delegates 
attended the meeting and various ideas 
Were brought out. No name was chosen 
at the time, but another meeting was 
set for late Sunday night, which is still 
on at an early hour today. Besides unt- 
formity of rates, discounts and things of 
similar nature, those present expressed 
themselves as being for the agency 
Ttecognition plan, open-time book to be 
kept of all stations in the combine and 
sale of a simultaneous program service 
in all of the spots affected. 


It was decided to have each proposed 
member of the group assessed $100 and 
to pledge another similar amount in 
order to get the group organized and on 
its way. No mention was made of any 
break away from the NAB, since most 
of the broadcasters realized the amount 
of money, time and man power that 
would be needed for the group to reach 
the functioning basis that the NAB now 
enjoys. 

Possible profit-sharing plan, whereby 
all members would contribute to a fund 
a certain amount of excess profits, was 
also proposed. Under the plan the en- 
time sum would later be divided be- 
tween them. Donald Flamm, of WMCA, 
addressed the group, altho he is not 
within the low-watter classification. He 
mentioned the feasibility of smaller sta- 
tions lining up on hookup propositions. 
The one-lungers will choose a name for 
their organization and elect officers be- 
fore the convention is over, according 
to Mr. Allen. Chicago and New York 
headquarters will be established. 


Baldwin Succeeding Loucks 


James W. Baldwin is evidently slated 
to succeed Phil Loucks, since he ap- 
pears to be the most logical man avail- 
able. Baldwin has been assisting Loucks 
for some time and was director of the 
code committee until the NRA went out. 
He is considered an authority on trade 
practices, which is one of the things 
A. J. McCosker will report on favorably. 
Whether or not it will be possible to 
hold all members in line without the 
moral support of the government in 
still a question. Nothing definite on 
Baldwin can happen until the new 
president and board of directors are 
chosen. It is then up to the board, 
about Wednesday or soon thereafter, to 
pick a managing director for the NAB. 


Truman Ward has stated he does not 
believe a president should hold office 
for more than one year, and the candi- 
dates this year are more plentiful than 
at the last convention. 


Newspaper-Owned Stations 


Hope that the newspaper-owned sta- 
tions or vice versa will form an organi- 
zation is still alive in the breasts of 
many, who see in such an organization a 
better means of fighting the copyright 
battle. While radio cannot itself broad- 
cast its hard-luck yarn on the copy- 
right question and the ASCAP, it is felt 
that the newspapers could come to the 
rescue very nicely. The entrance into 
the field of the numerous radio news 
services is another hopeful means of 
combating the copyright situation thru 
the press, since radio cannot fight its 
own battle thru its own medium. The 
more news services in the field the bet-

UP Brief Charges 


Ulterior Motives 


NEW YORK, July 6.—In its answer to 
the $1,170,000 monopoly suit brought 
against United Press, Associated Press, 
the publishers’ association, radio net- 
works and individuals, United Press, the 
latest defendant to answer, charges 
Transradio as allegedly having ulterior 
motives in bringing its suit. UP in its 
brief claimed that Herbert Moore’s news- 
gathering service brought the action to 
stifle and not further equitable com- 
petition. Transradio’s complaint alleged 
unfair practices and violations of the 
anti-trust laws. This is the main point 
of difference in the UP answer from the 
AP and ANPA answers previously filed. 
Several co-defendants, including CBS 
and executives thereof, NBC and Inter- 
national News Service, will file their an- 
swers soon. Delay came to these thru 
their moves for dismissal of some parts 
of the Transradio petition. 

UP answer stated, among other facts, 
that none of its station contracts pro- 
hibited the purchase of other news by 
the UP clients; that the Press Radio 
Bureau agreement did not end news 
competition on the air and that the suit 
cid not start until UP and INS entered 
the air sales field. UP also claims that 
Radio News and Transradio are under 
the control of the same men. 


While Columbia has signed for United 
Press service on five of its owned sta- 
tions, NBC is expected to do so mo- 
mentarily. NBC and UP have held a 
number of conversations, with INS now 
out of the picture as far as NBC is con- 
cerned. Press Radio service supplied 
both networks now will continue as is—- 
only local stations will broadcast UP 
news. There is a deal pending in New 
York today which, if consummated, as 
expected, on Monday or Tuesday (8-9) 
of next week, will find UP on a chain 
commercially.

NEW YORK, July 6.—Spiking reports 
in and out and in again of circulation 
for some time, Alfred J. McCosker has 
been renewed as president of WOR, 
Newark. Announcement was made this 
week by the Bamberger Broadcasting 
Service, owners and operators of the sta- 
tion, and in turn, owned by R. H. Macy 
& Company, department store McCosker 
had been listed as going out of his WOR 
job for a long time. Some time ago the 
story was published in a trade paper, 
with McCosker emphatically denying it 
to a reporter of The Billboard. 

Announcement was apparently timed 
for the NAB convention, now in session. 
No information was given as to the 
length of time the new contract runs, 
statement advising that “The contract 

. was given a long-term extension be- 
yond February 1, 1936." McCosker is 
now at the NAB convention. He is a di- 
rector of that organization. 


Besides nis WOR position, as president 
of the Bamberger Broadcasting Service, 
McCosker is chairman of the board of 
Mutual Broadcasting System (WOR, 
WGN, WLW) and vice-president of Radio 
Quality Group Service, Inc. Latter or- 
ganizations is a BBS subsidiary operating 
the station's studios in New York City. 


WOS Drops Ads; 


Press Victorious 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 6.—Bar- 
ring all sponsored programs in future, 
the Missouri State-owned Radio Station 
WOS here is being operated on a new 
policy announced this week by Col. 
Marvin Casteel, superintendent of the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol, which 
was given complete control of the sta- 
tion by the last Legislature. 


The station, one of the first dozen 
radio stations licensed in the United 
States, was operated by the State 
Marketing Bureau for several years, and 
two years ago was turned over for the 
partial use of the State Highway Patrol. 
Measure governing the operation of the 
State Highway Patrol and the radio 
station passed at the last Legislature 
provided that the station director be a 
sergeant of the patrol. 


Pemberton Gordon, who succeeded 
Capt. J. D. Heiney in charge of the 
State station, resigned last week. Gor- 
don was succeeded by Sergeant Eugene 
Clark, formerly of the identification 
bureau of the State Patrol. WOS 
divides time with commercially operated 
Station KFRU at Columbia, Mo. 

Chief among the objectors to the 
State-operated station featuring spon- 
sored programs were Central Missouri 
newspapers, particularly the Jefferson 
City newspapers.

Park Central May Bring 
Break in $3 Fee Setup

Hotel Men’s Association reported bringing pressure to 
keep hotel off WMCA—would be first split in ranks of 
hostelries in fight with musicians 


NEW YORK, July 6.—With three more bands starting to go on the air this 
week, paying the $3 remote fee, another orchestra, scheduled to start Tuesday (9) 
over WMCA may supply the break in the ranks of the hotel owners now set up 
against Local 802, American Federation of Musicians. Orchestra is Henry Halstead’s 


outfit playing at the Park Central Hotel. 


Another hotel band, not in Greater New 


York, but in the jurisdiction of Local 802, is also due to start soon on the air. Last 
named is Earl Carpenter at the Nassau Hotel in Long Beach. Unofficial report today 


was that the Hotel Men’s Association was 
planning to bring pressure on the Park 
Central in order to maintain the solid 
front against the musicians. As soon as 
the $3 remote fee became due, hotels in 
New York went off the air. Since then 
the hotel men have refused to permit 
their bands to go, even if the men paid 
themselves, and also have refused to talk 
it over with the musician’s union. Park 
Central has another worry on its hands 
besides and is in the middle between the 
hotel group and the musicians. In order 
to prevent night spots from broadcasting 
floor shows with just a pianist and one 
or two other pieces, the local has ruled 
that such broadcasts are to be paid for 
at the rate of $15 per man on Class A 
stations and $10 on Class B. It was an- 
nounced this morning that beginning 
Tuesday, the Park Central would go on 
WMCA, with such charges due to be paid. 
WMCA got the broadcasts thru Zac 
Freedman, of the station's artists’ bureau, 
booking the new show. Roy Campbell’s 
Royalists also due to be on the first 
broadcast. George Libby and Bert Jonas 
had booked the hotel for three years. No 
doubt the Park Central angle will develop 
something in several ways before the 
broadcasts start, if they do. 

Three other bands that started this 
week include Allen Leafer on CBS from 
the Tavern-on-the-Green, and Louis 
Prima, from the Famous Door, also on 
CBS. Angelo Ferdinando starts on WOR 
from the Miramar Pool. All pay the re- 
mote fee to the union, officials of which 
state that there are now between 40 and 
50 orchestras paying the broadcast fee. 
One of the largest fee payers is the Road- 
side Rest, Long Beach, on the air four 
times weekly, twice with the Eddie de 
Lange-Will Hudson Orch and twice with 
the Don Alfredo marimba organization. 

Fact that this number of orchestras is 
broadcasting bears out predictions made 
earlier, when the remote fees went into 
effect, that the summer would provide 
the break, with the various spots in need 
of the air publicity. 


Changes in WLS Staff 


CHICAGO, July 6.—Arthur W. (Tiny) 
Stowe, announcer and former continuity 
editor of Station WLS here, has left 
that station preparatory to producing a 
minstrel show to be sponsored by Gen- 
eral Mills, which is expected to take the 
air some time in August over the MBS. 
Several staff entertainers of WLS will 
also leave July 20 to join Stowe in his 
new venture. These are Danny Duncan 
(Cousin Toby), Eddie and Jimmie Dean 
and the WLS Rangers Quartet. 

The Westerners, one of the station’s 
most popular singing and instrumental 
groups, will also leave WLS July 20, 
having turned in their resignation last 
week. The Westerners have been on the 
WLS staff since September, 1933, when 
they came from KMBC, Kansas City, 
and have appeared on as many as 14 
programs in one week. Not long ago 
they broke the record for fan mail at 
the station, pulling over 200,000 letters 
in one month. They plan on a three- 
week business trip to New York imme- 
diately after the termination of their 
notice. 


Italy’s New Stations 


ROME, July 6.—The Italian Govern- 
ment has decided to build two new radio 
stations at Rome—Santa Palomba. Out- 
lets will be powerful ones, with power 
probably running in the neighborhood 
of 100,000 watts on 420 meters wave 
length. While it is presumed the new 
stations will primarily serve as propa- 
ganda outlets, it is understood part of 
the time will be devoted to commercially 
sponsored programs. 


MBS Announces | 
Sales Organization 


CHICAGO, July 6.—W. E. Macfarlane, 
president of the Mutual Broadcasting 
System, and Alfred J. McCosker, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
network, yesterday announced complete 
plans for the establishment of a per- 
manent sales organization to handle all 
the network’s commercial accounts. 
This marks the first time there has been 
a specific and exclusive sales organiza- 
tion handling MBS commercial accounts 
exclusively. 

The Middle Western office will be lo- 
cated in Tribune Tower here and will 
be in charge of A. N. (Ade) Hult, who 
has long been considered ah outstanding 
member of the WGN sales staff. Since 
the organization of the MBS web he 
has brought to the network such pro- 
grams as Lum and Abner, Painted 
Dreams and the Don Carlos Marimba 
Band. Two salesmen will headquarter 
in New York. In the Eastern office, 
which will be located at 1440 Broadway, 
the salesmen will be T. Wylie Kinney 
and David D. Chrisman, both of the 
WOR sales staff. The sales operations 
are effective as of July 1. 

Fred Weber remains in the capacity of 
co-ordinator for the Mutual network 
and director of operations. 


Tire War Forces 
Goodrich Off Air 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Price war now 
current between tire manufacturers is 
forcing the Goodrich show off the air, 
last program being scheduled for August 
2. Talent was notified of the departure 
from the air this week. Acts include Joe 
Cook, B. A. Rolfe Orchestra, the Modern 
Choir, Tim and Irene and Peg La Centra. 

Goodrich originally took an NBC-WjJZ 
spot at 10:30 to 11:45 p.m, switching 
after nine weeks to NBC-WEAF, 10:30-11 
p.m. First 13 weeks for this latter spot 
expire August 2, when the account 
goes off. 


Famous Music Buys 
Three Song Catalogs 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Wave of picture 
companies buying up song catalogs 
seems to have started within the past 
week or so. Paramount, thru its sub- 
sidiary, Famous Music, figures promi- 
nently, having taken up several of them. 
Al Gumble sold a catalog, understood to 
be getting $1,000 advance against royal- 
ties. Famous also took over Ernest 
Ball’s tunes, payment understood to be 
$50 monthly for the duration of the 
copyright ownership. Another Famous 
buy was from George Meyer and Al 
Bryan, for $1,000 against royalties. 

Any number of angles figure in the 
deal. One is the withdrawal from 
ASCAP of all Warner-owned music firms, 
altho the trade doubts any such angle 
in connection with Paramount. It 1s 
believed that Paramount wants to 
strengthen its ASCAP spot thru pur- 
chase of more titles, as well as saving 
on paying for individual titles and songs 
used in synchronizations.

thereafter. Most listeners agreed, how- 
ever, that the station did a good job to 
be picked up so far from Des Moines in 
the daytime. At the Des Moines depot 
that evening WOC brought down its re- 
mote wagon and some cowboy and cowgirl 
entertainers for another special broad- 
cast. . . . Poker-faced Clarence Venner, 
of Conquest Alliance, was also on the 
RML, and Messrs. Tompkins and Watson 
were on hand to see that their wired radio 
got a break. Their Cleveland experiments 
have resulted in a decision to get the 
“North American” Utility Company sub- 
sidiary going again shortly. 


Anyway, the snow-capped Pikes Peak 
finally came into view, appearing as only 
a few miles away, but actually more than 
30... . The enthusiasm died down when 
the results of five cloudbursts in three 
hours were seen. In that brief period the 
newly completed Monument Park, which 
had cost $400,000, was made a shambles. 

Despite the 
lack of rooms at the Broadmoor, every- 
body soon got set at one place or another 
and no complaints are being heard... .

Plenty of pin games 
in the lobbies, plus a three-ball payout 
roulette, fruit and skill combination. 
Midget auto races in the riding academy, 
polo, swimming or any kind or shooting 
desired. Last mention is for the big shots, 
who want to throw the bones, etc. Dress 
motif is white and it looks more like 
Plorida in the winter than Colorado in 
the summer... . . Golf course is a par 70, 
with short holes but very deceiving on 
account of the terrain. Green looks as 
tho it is a dead slope toward the fairway, 
but actually it is perfectly level. 


Hearst News Service, the INS, pulled a 
fast one when it wired the Broadmoor 
and set up loud speakers at all vantage 
points from dining room to swimming 
pool and proposed to send out news 
flashes. Ed Spence, convention commit- 
tee chairman, is from a Hearst station, 
and there was no reason why he should 
be against it. But Gene O’Fallon, of the 
local committee, didn’t like the idea and 
there were squawks from the news 
services which had exhibits at the hotel.

The electrical transcription men seem 
to be in for a great season. Frank Chiz- 
zini is doing a great job on handling 
NBC’s thesaurus, library of recorded mu- 
sic to fill every program need. Lloyd 
Egner is also on hand, of course, and the 
stuff sounds good and has wide scope as 
to talent. . . . Standard Radio Adver- 
tising has made great strides in the last 
two months and has sold more than 60 
Stations. Sets Ely, a remarkably good 
m.xer, and dis able assistant, Dave Ballou, 
are hot on the job, offering plenty of 
service. Standard is us.ng RCA record- 
ings and its RCA reproducing apparatus 
is the last word, . . . Freeman Lang, also 
from the Coast, is working on his sound 
track recordings for radio. One of the 
best features seems to be that no remakes 
have to be made when a large program 
has progressed okeh to a certain point 
and then found faulty. The film is cut 
and assembled like in a movie studio and 
it has room for eight different programs 
or one serial, for instance, side by side 
on one strip. . . . Still another smart 
cperator from the Coast is Max Graf, of 
Prisco, who is going to make more dough 
with his little gadget that has a sort of 
sound box and strip of recorded phrases 
appended thereto than on his electrical 
transcription. It sells for a dime and 
you run your thumbnail across the strip 
of sound track and you hear a Mae West 
phrase and similar items. . . Biggest 
draw of potential disk service buyers are 
those stag records that the ladies must 
not hear. Serious hillbilly singers who 
don’t go to church can really get funny.

with foreign countries, including China, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

Decree enjoins RCA and RCA Com- 
munications from claiming their foreign 
communication agreements prevent for- 
eign parties or nations from setting up 
competing circuits with other com- 
munications companies in the United 
States or from transmitting thereover 
messages specially routed by the sender 
via such circuits. 

A consent decree had been entered in 
this anti-trust suit, in 1932, disposing of 
the cross-licensing agreements between 
RCA companies and other defendants in 
this country. This decree left for future 
settlement the foreign matters. 

When the suit was filed in 1930, it was 
hailed as the “greatest” anti-trust suit 
in the nation’s history. Parties inter- 
ested in communications—wire and radio 
—were primed for what they thought to 
be a lengthy and monumental trial. But 
no trials were ever held and by the con- 


sent decrees considerable money and time 
were saved. 


The attorney-general’s office in Wash- 
ington filed an amended petition to the 
suit in the United States District Court 
here in February this year asking the 
court to either cancel RCA foreign radio 
transmission contracts or declare that 
the foreign contracting parties can ignore 
the terms of the contracts. Included 
among the foreign countries to be 
brought into the picture then were China, 
France, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Swite 
zerland and the Netherlands. 


When the consent decree of 1932 was 
entered there was left open for future 
settlement the question of contracts RCA 
had with foreign countries and foreign 
communication companies. In the 
amended petition of February, this year, 
the government charged RCA had not 
been diligent in seeking to secure modifi- 
cations of those radio traffic contracts. 
The government also alleged that soon 
after such a contract was made between 
RCA and the government of China, the 
Mackay Radio and Telegraph Company, @ 
competitor of RCA, negotiated with 
China for the establishment of a Mackay 
radio circuit in China. Learning of these 
negotiations, RCA warned China that 
such a contract with Mackay would be a 
violation ot the RCA-Chinese radio agree- 
ment, the government charged. China 
notified RCA on April 8, 1933, that The 
Mackay contract had been made, the 
government’s bil! stated, and the Mackay 
circuit opened for commercial use May 
17, 1933. 


In France a similar situation arose. 
Mackay was negotiating with Radio 
France for radio circuit. but, the govern- 
ment stated, RCA brought the matter to 
the attention of the French government 
which refused to approve the Mackay- 
Radio France contract. Mackay also lost 
out on circuits between the United Statec 
and China, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Poland or Switzerland, the government 
charged. 


In April of this year RCA filed an an- 
swer. RCA counter-charged that it is 
faced with keen competition with com- 
panies that carry 80 per cent of the 
telegraphic communications thruout the 
world and 99.9 per cent of the domestie 
traffic. RCA also denied its purpose was 
to prevent any competitor from engag- 
ing in the dusiness of transmitting 
messages for the public by radio and 
denied that any of its international cone 
tracts were made to restrain commerce 
between the United States and foreign 
countries. 
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Musicians Order Standbys 
To Go on All Amateur Shows 


NEW YORK, July 8.—All radio amateur 
shows broadcast in Greater New York 
within the jurisdiction of Local 802, 
American Federation of Musicians, will, 
in the future, have to employ stand- 
by musicians for amateur instrumen- 
talists. This move has been decided upon 
by the local, which, in the amateur craze, 
suffered considerably from the unem- 
ployment among professionals that the 
tyro preductions caused. 

At press time the full text of the res- 
olution had not been completed. How- 
ever, the meat of the new stand-by rule 
is: For each amateur playing a musical 
instrument, one stand-by musician must 
be employed. If, during an amateur 
show, more than four amateur musicians 


broadcast, the station or sponsor must 
engage at regular local scale, a regular 
sized orchestra. One of the largest 
amateur shows on the air already has 
asked for a change of mind, with the local 
sticking to its decision. 

Musicians have probably suffered more 
than any other individual group of pro- 
fessional talent, it is pointed out. As an 
instance, the Chase & Sanborn (Stand- 
ard Brands) program, Major Bowes 
Amateur Show, is offered. Before the 
amateurs went on, C. & S. had an operatic 
program with about 100 players, and be- 
fore that Rubinoff had a large orchestra. 
Since Bowes’ slow started two pianists 
supply all the professional music re-

Rose trots 
them out and sells ‘em to the house 
without any trouble. 


Six Lidoettes. supervised by Thelma 
Crocker, and a holdover, in entirely new 
routines, do four colorful, fast and 
graceful numbers that put them over 
big. All are eyefuls. Costumes and rou- 
tines are up to the minute. Dale Lane 
steps out of line to give her interpreta- 
tion of a Zulu dancer, and Jessie, petite 
blonde, Offers as a specialty hot rhythm, 
which is done well. 

Ronald and Roberta, modern ballroom 
dance team, from the Ambassador Hotel, 
Los Angeles, dancing for the first time 
in San Francisco, are pleasing with their 
sophisticated presentation. They are 
very light-footed and look well. When 
Rose was on his way to San Francisco, 
he stopped off in Portland, Ore., where 
he heard Mona Poulee singing at Kelly’s 


and brought her here. This youthful 
soprano, who solos operatic and popular 
numbers, promises to go places with her 
voice and personality. She sings with 
apparently no effort, filling the room 
with ease. Lois Lee, with the band, is a 
pleasing young lady who sings “blues” 
numbers. Meridith Nichols, an accom- 
plished young miss, scores heavily with 
her acrobatic soft-shoe dances, and 
there are Violet and Glenna, stepping 
sisters, who complete the show 
GLICKMAN. 


Dan Healy’s Broadway Room 


Numbered among the popular men 
along Broadway is Dan Healy, who 
opened his new intimate Broadway 
Room on the eve of the city’s latest 
toasted sidewalk spell. It’s a spot that 
makes its guests feel at home upon en- 
trance; that provides a constant flow of 
enjoyable entertainment and that pro- 
vides a fine cuisine. Ordinarily it would 
be right to predict a quick click for 
Healy—the success most of the street 
wishes him—except that one or two 
doubts may arise to cause some debate. 
There are two principal causes. First 
is the time of opening, midsummer, 
when Broadway biz falls away. Second 
is if the tariffs aren't a spot too high. 
It’s easy to understand why the nicks 
are where they are—the room only 
holds about 40 tables—but it'll be in- 
teresting to watch. If it depends on 
Healy’s personal following alone, it’s 
nearly safe to predict the spot will get 
over. Room is quietly and pleasingly dec- 
orated, with murals of Broadway names. 
Staircase features busts of leading news- 
paper men. 

Most enjoyable phase of the Broadway 
Room is the steady flow of “swing” rhy- 
thms turned out by Joe Venuti and his 
Jam Band and the Six Spirits of Rhythm. 
Venuti’s band turns out music that 
defies sitting still. It’s the sort of stuff 
that toe tapping doesn’t satisfy and 
indicates good showmanship, with the 
swing music style gaining steadily in 
popularity. The Spirits likewise have a 
definite following, with their inimitable 
whanging away at various rhythm pieces 
and their scat singing. Between the two 
it’s a harvest for the rhythm demons. 
It’s infectious and never boring. 

Healy opens the show with a song 
and dance, tune being I’m the Night 
Mayor of Broadway, nickname he has 
gained. He is more than a personable 
m. c., he’s a good entertainer. Special- 
ties include “blue” songs by Ann Ayres, 
two good dance routines, a toe tap by 
Dolores Farris and a tap by Floria Vest- 
off, a comedy number, burlesquing old- 
time prima donnas by Lillian Fitzgerald, 
and two good songs by Virgina Gibson.

NEW YORK, July 6.—The widespread activity among the circuits, big and small, 
on pooling deals is a further threat to the negligible outlook of vaude for the ccming 
season All along the line, and involving important flesh cities, negotiations are 
under way for the establishment of pools. This would edge out considerable circuit 
vaude in view of pools killing off opposition, but the only hope vaude has in these 


pooled cities is the possible competition 


indie operators would give. RKO has a 


number of pools under way now, most in:portant being the tieup it is trying to effect 


in Los Angeles with Alexander Pantages’ 
Paramcunt Theater. RKO’s house there 
is the Hilistreet. The circuit currently 
is pooled there with Warner and, if the 
tieup with Pantages is made, it will throw 
out the RKO-Warner pool in Cleveland. 
The Los Angeles pool, however, may call 
for stage shows at the Paramount. An- 
other pooling deal is on between RKO 
and Comerford and Fay in Providence, 
which would mean only one vaude house 
in town whereas a couple always ran. 

Lceew is proceeding on the q. t. with a 
couple of pooling deals as are Warner 
and a couple of other theater chains. 
Outlook for circuit vaude looked much 
brighter for next season before this sud- 
den cropping up of pooling deals. The 
picture product is not so promising and 
in addition many of the straight pix 
houses which discontinued vaude took 
awful] lickings at the box office with their 
summer film policies. 

Important vaude agencies are very 
gloomy about the vaude chances next 
season, feeling that the only real theater 
activity will be for the attractions. The 
good acts will be eased out of the picture, 
with other outlets being very scarce. Last 
season’s night club boom for vaude acts 
will not prevail this coming season and 
as to acts going into pictures this is more 
or less limited to the outstanding acts of 
the type of Herb Williams, Eleanor 
Powell and others.

The Yonkers house was running on a 
split-week basis, and the acts left hold- 
ing the bag played last Friday and Sat- 
urday.

He 
so informed the studio execs when they 
took him on. It is reported that Willi 
has been given authority to sign up his 
talent discoveries, a power which would 
make his job a worthy one.

Buildup Plan 


Morros and Freeman work 
on more houses—Freeman 
to make tour of South

NEW YORK, July 6. — Boris Morros, 
head of Paramount-Publix stage book- 
ings, and Charles Freeman, Interstate 
Time booker, are now working on a 
plan to line up more time for the Inter- 
state Circuit and build it up to about 
eight weeks by fall. Theaters in the 
South are already being contacted and 
Freeman is to make a trip thru that 
territory in about two or three weeks 
to look over the circuit’s houses. 

On his trip Freeman will make stop- 
offs in such Publix towns as Birming- 
ham and Charlotte to see what can be 
done with them in the way of stage 
shows. It is possible that these towns 
might make up a week of one-day stands, 
such as Freeman used to book in the 
old days of the Interstate, to play the 
bigger shows going into the Texas towns 
on a straight percentage basis. The idea 
of playing shows in those small towns 
on 2 $150-a-day basis is off, Morros and 
Freeman agreeing that this kind of show 
business is not for them. 

From here Morros is contacting bigger 
towns in the South with a view of tying 
in with the Interstate for a bigger route. 
It is possible that Atlanta will come in 
by fall. No steady policy will be used 
when this route is lined up, but a show 
will be sent down on an average of every 
three or four weeks. 

Right now the Interstate Time come 
prises the Majestic, Dallas; Majestic, San 
Antonio; Majestic, Houston; Worth, Fort 
Worth; Majestic, Little Rock, Ark., and 
Orpheum, Memphis. Little Rock and 
Memphis are outsiders that tie in with 
the Interstate for the shows. The Dave 
Apollon unit finished Thursday in Fort 
Worth and goes on to Little Rock and 
Nashville. Buck and Bubbles, an all- 
colored unit, are now in Dallas after 
their opening week in Houston. The 
Major Bowes amateurs will open in 
Houston this Friday.

Howard did a grand job of this show, 
putting in five acts that give out excel- 
lently for the snappy running time of 
53 minutes. Besides, they’re acts that 
haven’t been bicycling among the Broad- 
way houses so that audiences know their 
routines backwards and forwards. Prac- 
tically an all-dumb bill, tho, except for 
the fortunate talk supplied by the third 
act. Picture is the Technicolor special, 
Becky Sharp, and there was a stand-up 
business at this second show. 


Ferry Corwey is a pip of an opener 
with his novel panto, musical and com- 
edy act. He’s an A-1 showman, employ- 
ing clever comedy bits and panto while 
engaging in his interesting musical 
work. Opens with the bells, plucks a 
freak stringed instrument and winds up 
with his horn novelty. Went very big. 


Five Reillys, grown up now and stocky 
youngsters, retain that charming per- 
sonality of their kiddie days and sock 
the audience. Do an all-hoofing rou- 
tine, from singles to quintets, and their 
legwork is okeh. The kids resemble 
each other a lot, and a family affair like 
this is always & pushover with a family 
audience. Besides, they've got the stuff. 


Frank Ross, Anita Pierre and Joe 
Schuster follow to excellent results also 
with their impersonations and comedy. 
Standout of the turn is this Ross fellow, 
who’s an expert mimic, neat singer and 
an amusing funster. He carries the 
turn, but Schuster shapes up well at 
his mfmicry and Miss Pierre is okeh in 
her song bits. Still a couple of rough 
spots in the turn, but in general it is 
a worth-while act. 


Walter (Dare) Wahl, aided (and really 
s0) by Emmett Oldfield, are the next- 
to-closers and they mop up on laughs.

SPICES OF 1935 

For its current stage show the State 
offers the Count Berni Vici unit, Spices 
of 1935, a 52-minute affair that’s high 
in entertainment but a whole lot more 
so in production. Opposite it is the 
Joan Crawford-Robert Montgomery pic- 
ture, No More Ladies, which Moved in 
here from a two-week run at the neigh- 
boring Capitol Theater. That’ll prob- 
ably cut in on the business here. At 
this show business was just about okeh. 
Lobby gets a big play with that “Girl 
in the Goldfish Bowl” display carried by 
the unit. 

This unit is certainly a commendable 
production affair, impressing a looker- 
on that on that score alone you get 
your money’s worth. Besides, the show 
affords a neat array of talent, making 
for good entertainment. Only thing off 
is the announcing—Count Berni Vici 
missing on delivery. Maybe a stage mike 
would help him, but anyhow he’s sel- 
dom heard and when heard the an- 
nouncements seem all wet. 

The Count carries his all-girl band, 
12 pieces, mounted neatly on a rolling 
band stand, while above it is another 
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stage on which the picture numbers are 
displayed. This girl band plays swell 
music and the Count is a quiet but 
capable leader. They're good at either 
symphonic, sweet or hot music. Play 
all thru the show, on their own and for 
accompaniment, and, for the 1812 over- 
ture finish, the Ruby Zwerling pit out- 
fit joins in with them for an impressive 
fare-thee-well. 


Garner, Wolf and Hakins, the hilari- 
ous trio of stooges, work thruout the 
show, and they're responsible for a load 
of laughs. They are unusually funny 
boys and have a lot of choice bits. In 
addition, they hoke up musical sessions. 
Another comedy dispenser, and a good 
one, is Bob Carney, whose aids are Isa- 
belle Dwan and Joe Cowan. They too 
chalk up many laughs, and besides Car- 
ney gives out with an okeh bit of trick 
hoofing and Miss Dwan does an amazing 
high-kick display and a fair song. These 
two acts are sufficient for holding up 
the comedy end of the show. 

Also in the show are Decounti and 
Romaine, a dance couple, who go in 
mostly for slow-paced posing affairs and 
do them well. They work in gold a la 
futuristic and also contribute a neat 
adagio. Lester Harding is the show’s 
singer, and while he gets by he’s not 
very successful. Mlle. Caroline is billed 
and announced but no telling who she 
is altho she’s supposed to be in that 
Living Fountain of Versailles number.

It’s Herman Timberg and his company 
that’s chiefly concerned with the doings 
on the Roxy stage this week, using their 
laugh-getting talents to take off the 
carefully installed horror-curse that 
comes with Universal’s The Raven on 
the screen. The latter is said to be 
based on Poe, but the only connections 
are the presence of a stuffed blackbird, 
some quotes (one of them incorrect) 
from the poem, the information that 
Poe was hopelessly in love with a lass 
named Lenore (which he wasn’t), and 
the presence of a couple of torture ma- 
chines mentioned in The Pit and the 
Pendulum, with an implication that 
Poe spent his literary life devising clap- 
trap horror stuff, a sort of early Ameri- 
can Sax Rohmer. 


But to get back to Mr. Timberg, a far 
pleasanter subject. He’s there with bells 
on and the whole troupe behind him— 
Herman Jr., Audrey Parker, Oliver Har- 
ris and Leo Chalzel. The regular act is 
split up into several sections, to allow 
the introduction of production num- 
bers, but it’s still as effective as always. 
Junior is developing both his comedy 
and dancing styles nicely; Harris and 
Chalzel do uniformly excellent laugh- 
work, and Miss Parker is still this cor- 
ner’s leading candidate for the post of 
the swellest performer as yet undis- 
covered by musical comedy or pix. Pret- 
ty, talented and charming, she can han- 
dle lines, sing a bit and help any show 
fortunate enough to cast her. As for 
Herman Senior, with his clowning, 
dancing, fiddle playing and what have 
you, he still rates in the top-flight of the 
entertainment division. 

Show is bolstered by two outside acts, 
the Di Gatanos and Tip, Tap and Toe. 
The latter are three colored lads who 
perform breath-taking and amazing tap 
routines on top of a large drum-like 
platform. The Di Gatanos are a ball- 
room dance couple who appear in a pro- 
duction number. They have appearance, 
class and plenty of ability. The lass is 
blond loveliness personified, looking as 
tho she’d stepped out of a Burne-Jones 
picture. The lad has grace and ability. 
Together they do a beautiful waltz rou- 
tine, and then go into a fast and furi- 
ous affair that ends with breath-taking 
whirls. 

This week’s amateur air winner is a 
lad named Duncan (first name billed 
on the houseboards as “Edw.,” tho the 
announcement sounded like Ernest).

Barto 
and Mann, as you might suspect, domi- 
nate the show, with the Rio and Lee 
Sisters and the Edwin George acts also 
crashing thru with heavy applause. The 
other two, Murray Lane and the Ladd, 
Maloy and Vogt turns, got by. 

Joe Rio, a tall lithesome youth, and 
the Lee Sisters, a couple of sweet-look- 
ing brunets, opened the show nicely 
with their dancing. Rio is a regular 
applause getter with his rubber-leg rou- 
tines, while the girls impress with their 
spry high kick and acro stepping. De- 
spite lack of special trimmings, the act 
got over on talent alone. 

Edwin George, old-time headliner but 
still looking like a young fellow. drew 
a steady run of laughs with his dry 
humor and comedy juggling. Most of 
his wisecracks were refreshingly effec- 
tive, while his juggling provides relief 
from straight talk. Took a couple of 
bows before they let him off. 

Ladd, Maloy and Vogt is a disjointed 
comedy turn that needs polishing. Ladd 
is a former “Beetle” (a Phil Baker 
stooge to you), while Eddie Vogt and 
Francetta Maloy have been around. Miss 
Maloy sings and the boys heckle each 
other, all three merging for a final com- 
édy song. Won quite a few laughs, but 
the punch just isn’t there. 

Dewey Barto, a little fellow but full 
of dynamite, and George Mann, his 
lanky partner, had the house roaring 
with their sock acrobatics and their 
well-known baby bit. The baby hoke is 
stil) a great laugh getter. 

Murray Lane and Harmonica Rascals, 
eight of them, made a fair impression. 
Lane leads the boys, as street urchins, 
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all of whom juggle harmonicas except 
the one guitarist. A colored midget is 
knocked around for alleged comedy re- 
lief, while one of the harmonica boys 
doubles at singing. Act isn’t quite in 
shape yet. Needs more outstanding 
mumbers and better comedy. 

Teddy King preceded the vaude with 
a special comedy overture. Feature pic- 
ture was No More Ladies (MGM), and 
one of the shorts was a Vitaphone com- 
edy with this plot: The manager of a 
straight vaudeville theater called the 
Palace gives up in disgust and his son 
takes it over and saves the day by in- 
stalling a kiddie revue! Poor vaudeville, 
what crimes are committed in your 
name!

An exceptionally well-balanced stage 
show this week. Sid Gary, radio singer, 
cops high honors and took the audience 
by storm. Singing before a mike, he 
goes thru a well-chosen list of numbers. 
His imitations of Lawrence Tibbett and 
Harry Richman were exceptionally well 
done. Was forced to take four bows and 
finally gave an encore before the crowd 
was satisfied. 

Assisted by the 32 Danny Dare Girls, 
Florence and Alvarez do a modernistic 
ballroom routine that has class written 
all over it. The couple execute many 
difficult steps and deserved the big 
hand they received. 

Paul Gerrits, monologist and roller 
skater, has a class act of its kind. Ger- 
rits, dressed in evening clothes, goes over 
big with his patter and his intimate de- 
livery. He finishes strong with a roller- 
skating routine ending with a difficult 
spin. Was called back three times and 
finally bowed out with a story. 

Helene Denizon, a shapely looker, exe- 
cuted a difficult toe dance that had 
everything. The girl has extreme grace 
and she should go far. She was assisted 
by the Dare girls in a butterfly number. 

Prosper and Marets, hand balancers, 
offered a number of stunts that called 
for heavy applause. Most of the tricks 
were done in slow motion and with no 
apparent effort. This is one of the 
most graceful acts of its kind we have 
ever seen, and the audience liked it. 

Georgie Tapps goes thru a tap routine 
that offered nothing out of the ordi- 
nary. He does the usual steps and, al- 
tho they were okeh, the act was not up 
to the rest of the bill.

Phil Baker and his radio gang are 
holding the boards this week and con- 
sidering the fact that this house is un- 
usually hard for comedy acts to get 
their stuff across, he went over very 
well. 

The house orchestra of 15 has moved 
from the pit to the stage this week and 
start off the show with a paraphrase on 
The Continental, directed by Leon Be- 
lasco, who also contributed a violin pas- 
sage. Baker received a nice reception 
on his first appearance and after a few 
gags with Belasco he introduced Melissa 
Mason, whose elongated comedy eccen- 
trie dance to Sleepy Time Gal with her 
overhead leg throws sent her off to a 
big hand.

Only three acts for this change at the 
GOH, due to the length—on a compara- 
tively short-time allotment to vaude— 
of Ali Ben Ali’s act. In view of the 
sweltering heat that marked the week- 
end, business was pretty good. 


The Sylvester Family opens, doing the 
same turn as when caught before. Son 
and daughter open in a fair singing 
duet One Night of Love, Pop Sylvester 
then telling an Irish dialect gag and 
singing a number introducing several 
additional lingual variations, including 
German, Italian, Southern Negro and 
English. This is followed by his tap 
dance. Mom Sylvester out next, joining 
the two youngsters in a scat singing ver- 
sion of Sweetie Pie. Act closes with the 
four going off to Buffalo. The dancing 
serves to speed the turn off nicely, al- 
tho the singing portions hold up the 
start. 

Walter Walters and Company, second 
turn, is a good family ventriloquist act. 
The “and Company” is an attractive, al- 
beit slightly buxom, blonde, who is 
either Miss or Mrs. Walters, according to 
one remark made by Walters. While the 
trick voice work its okeh and serves to 
develop the usual in that Walter toots 
on a whistle while his dummy talks and 
the woman does a crying baby, the ma- 
terial is of the old school type, i. e., the 
fresh dummy, etc. Brightening up the 
lines will undoubtedly enhance the act’s 
value. 

Closer is Ali Ben Ali, a species of act 


not seen in some time. Ali has a “hyp- 
notic” turn and one that rates bookings. 
His work includes hypnosis, or what- 
ever it may be, of six so-called “re- 
cruits” from the audience. They slap 
themselves at command and chase non- 
existent white rats. (My goodness, 
Graham, I thought the White Rats were 
extinct.) This stunt should be elimi- 
nated, as it looks too phoney. Best work 
consists of taking a skinny chap, put- 
ting him into a “cataleptic” state across 
two chairs and have four of the men, 
including Ali, stand on him. The other 
is a “bloodless surgery” demonstration, 
amounting to a hypnosis of one arm. 
Act may be hoke, but it’s good fun and 
good entertainment.

LOCAL PRODUCING SPOTS | 


New Orleans May Show Path to 
Other Small Local Circuit Orgs 


Shows play one week in city, two on road, each month 
—Lovejoy, production head, sees spread cf idea— 
authors, actors stand to gain—aim at 7,000 patrons 


e 

NEW ORLEANS, July 6.—Independent local producing centers for legit thruout 
the country may be the ultimate result of the New Orieans Repertory Theater, if 
plans for the coming season g» thru successfully, is the consensus of theatrical 
opinion here. Group will produce its plays, with pro actors, playing both this city 
and surrounding territory, changing bill each month, with seven plays in the total 
lineup. Altho called a repertory treater, it will operate, as above, on stock plan. 
Figured that if idea takes on here it will spread to other cities and perhaps eventually 


result in establishing strong local pro- 
ducing centers thruout the country, 
developing local talent and plays. 

System built on those lines has been 
advocated by The Billboard for years, as 
means of reviving road in new form, and 
as only sure Way of developing indigenous 
American theater Short tours from local 
production centers, if idea expands, 
would bring legit back to towns that 
could never get it on a 30-called “nation- 
wide” road plan. 


With a series of weekly meetings being 
held for reports on subscription returns 
and other new developments, officials of 
the Repertory Theater are busily planning 
for the Crescent City its first opportunity 
to see Broadway plays with a professional 
company and occasional visiting stars. 
With a little over a week gone by since 
the subscription drive started, the escrow 
committee, consisting of three prominent 
residents of the city, reports good results, 
but is anxious that returns pick up so 
that earliest possible arrangements can 
be completed to insure proper dating for 
visiting highlights. 


Subsvription prices of $7.50 for orches- 
tra and first two rows of the balcony and 
$5 for balance of house will cover the 
season of seven plays, the company to 
play a week out of a month in the city 
and spend two weeks on the road in 
Louisiana and bordering States. The 
fourth week will be taken up with re- 
hearsals of the next play. To insure 
success of the enterprise, 3,400 sub- 
scribers are necessary, according to Albert 
Lovejoy, producing director. No money 
collected for subscriptions will be used 
in the preliminary exvense, all funds 
procured for subscriptions to be placed 
in hands of the escrow committee and 
deposited in a bank until actual work of 
production of plays begins and success 
of drive is assured. Commitiee consists 
of Mrs. Louis Hausmann, wife of a prom- 
inent banker of the city; Mrs. Reuben 
Chauvin, wife of a sugar broker, and 
Richard Gregory, business manager of 
the theater. 

Tickets are to be transferable. When 
the drive is completed, subscribers will 
receive membership ticket exchangeable 
at box office for any night or matinee 
during the week’s run. 

Lovejoy is very enthusiastic about the 
idea, believing it will prove to be such a 
success that many other cities, in the 
same position as New Orleans, will follow 
the lead. 

“New Orleans will have the first oppor- 
tunity in years to attend a guaranteed 
season of professional production,” he 
asserts, “with occasional visits from 
celebrities. While it is conceived by us 
that New Orleans, like many American 
cities, will not support a typical week-to- 
week stock, the subscription repertory 
season calls for but one play a month 
for seven months, from October to April 
thereby giving theatergoers time to look 
forward to something which promises 
them pleasure. New Orleans has always 
enjoyed sold-out membership for phil- 
harmonics and little theater seasons, 
with 3,000 and 2,000 membership respec- 
tively, the break in producing probably 
accounting for their success. 

“From the viewpoint of authors and 
agents, ordinary stock setup of cne week 
pays royalty of #200 to $275, with a top 
of $300, but with the repertory idea, a 
week in New Orleans and an additional 
two weeks in outside towns means two 
additional weeks of royalty, tho the 
producer is expected to enjoy reduced 
royalty on second and third weeks. 

“From the standpoint of the producer,

New York, the laboratory for the trying 
cut of plays at a cost of millions, will 
furnish to us the benefit of its experi- 
ments with a dozen to 15 best, from 
which the repertory producer can select. 
By guaranteeing actors three months’ 
work, with option of four more, producers 
will be able to recruit excellent per- 
manent company at salaries that players 
could not be had for on usual basis of 
merely two weeks’ guarantee under an 
Equity contract. 

“And from the actors* standpoint, they 
can well afford to accept less money 
than would ordinarily be demanded in 
New York, as contracts will be for three 


months and option for four more guar- ~ 


enteed, instead of the conventional two 
weeks. Many actors should welcome op- 
portunity to play seven different parts 
in seven-month season, and the chance 
to spend a comfortable winter in a 
Southern metropolis should also appeal.” 

Thus far, the managers have been 
negotiating for use of either of the two 
Klaw and Erlanger theaters, the Tulane 
or Crescent. The Tulane has been the 
scene of New Orleans’ few recent legits,

versed the original six-year-old decision 
not to produce Sean O’Cas2y’s The Silver 
Tassie. The Abbey will now produce the 
play in August and the long breach be- 
tween the playwright and the theater has 
been healed. O’Casey, after a long stay 
away, will return home for the premiere. 

Original rejection of the play started a 
fight between O’Casey and William Butler 
Yeats, in which O'’Casey waxed par- 
ticularly bitter.

NEW YORK, July 6.—Maude Adams, 
according to current talk, is set to re- 
turn to New York in anew play next 
season after 18 years of absence from 
the New York stage. Play, by Adelyn 
Bushnell, is as yet untitled, with Miss 
Adams reported set to confer with the 
author on rewriting. John Golden will 
produce. 


while the Crescent has been more or less 
abandoned since Loew moved into the 
State Theater on Canal street several 
years ago. In addition to Lovejoy and 
Gregory, Officials are Joseph T. Calamia, 
promotion director and treasurer, and 
Juan Villasana, associate director. 

Fourteen Broadway plays are being

FRO OUT FRONT

In the 


despondent morass of the legitimate theater—despondent enough 


despite the fact that, for a while, the present season seemed better than any since 


the depression—small hopes loom large. 


for straws, even a bamboo shoot seems substantial. 


When one is busily engaged in grasping 
And in that category comes 


the increase in theater orchestras observed in the legitimate houses during the 


current session. 


For a while theater orchestras—except, of course, in musicals, in which they 
were an integral part of the scheme of things—seemed fated to extinction. Like 
the dodo, they were found only in books. Patrons were regaled before the play 
and between the acts only by overhead snatches of conversation concerning the 


family life of other patrons. 


It seemed that a bit, even tho a small bit, of the 


theater’s grace and graciousness had vanished. 
Then, about a year and a half ago, orchestras began to make themselves 


heard once more. 


Of course the red-and-gold Empire, that home of all the finest 


of the theater’s tradition, had kept them on; so had a few, a very few, other 


houses or producers. 


But they began to appear here and there, about a year and 


a half ago, tied up to houses and producers unused to them. 
The practice spread. This season a really good number of plays had music 


before and between the acts. 


In two instances, in houses wherein there was no 


provision for an orchestra pit (to such depths has our stage fallen) bands played 


cheerily from an upper stage box. 


That, it may be remarked, is a slim cause for hope—but there is more in it 


than appears on the surface. 


It is of a piece with the great increase in dress 


clothes observed this season among the audiences. 
It may hardly seem important that this or that manager decides to offer a 


bit of music with his play, that this or that party of patrons decides to appear 
in tails and low-necked gowns. But it points a trend. For too long, during the 
era of mass entertainmnt, and later during the slovenly days of the depression, 
theater-going fell from its former high estate, becoming merely another form of 
entertainment. Formerly, it had been an event. It meant not only attendance 
at a playhouse, but an entire evening of gracious pleasure extending from dinner 
often thru the delights of a late cafe. It was performed in the spirit of an event; 
all things had to measure up. It was leisurely, graceful, carefully planned and 
carried out; all of which was an important factor in keeping the legitimate theater 
on top of the amusement world. 

Then all things changed. Instead of going to pictures, patrons would decide 
to see what they could get in Leblang’s. In the hurry of modern life, dinner dress 
was discarded. Patrons jammed thru the mobs on the subway, jammed thru 
further mobs of picture patrons on Broadway, literally crept down the dark side 
streets to the legitimate playhouse, and crept out again after a few hours, ready 
for the chief business of the evening—attendance at a favorite speakeasy. Pro- 
hibition had a lot to do with it. 

It may be one of the far-reaching effects of repeal; but whatever it is, legiti- 
mate theater-going seems again, slowly but surely, to be taking its former gracious 
place in the life of the community. The extremely large increase in the number 
of patrons appearing in evening dress is one sure proof of it. The fact that man- 
agers themselves realize it, even tho perhaps subconsciously, is shown in the in- 
creasing number of orchestras, in the desire to make the playgoers’ evening as 
charming and gracious as possible. 

They may be small things—but they do indicate a trend. 


U. S. Theater 
Bill Signed 
Pitlsiee eifinety: Meaiialenls

WASHINGTON, July 6. — President 
Roosevelt yesterday signed the Wagner- 
McLaughlin’ Bill, incorporating the 
American National Theater and Acad- 
emy, and the outfit is now ready to go 
ahead. Bill gives national sponsorship 
to the project, which was pushed by a 
group of society and cultural leaders 
from Philade]phia, Washington and New 
York. No appropriation goes with the 
incorporation, but it makes the outfit 
at least semi-national in character. It 
will produce shows, according to plans, 
also sending them on the road, and its 
original announcement also said that 
approved plays of commercial manage- 
ments might be sent out. A national 
theater school, embracing all theater 
arts, will be run in connection with the 
theater. Prominent theatrical names are 
conspicuously absent from the list of 
incorporators. 

Some possible competition, and a rea- 
son for yelps on the part of the ANTA 
incorporators, is the provision included 
in the Sirovich Bill. Bill provides for 
creation of cultural department in the 
government, with a secretary on the 
cabinet, and also makes mention of a 
national theater. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, that the Sirovich Bill will go thru. 


Mary Stewart French, chairman of the 
organization committee of the ANTA, 
announced here yesterday that a meet- 
ing of incorporators would soon be held. 
Figured that the next move will be to 
raise dough from among them. As soon 
as that is done, it is expected, produc- 
tion plans will be pushed. Possible that 
Washington will be made the produc- 
tion center, tho far more likely that 
New York will be picked. Setup will 
probably be something like that of the 
Met Opera, with top productions in New 
York, then being sent on the road. 
ANTA has been incorporated as a non- 
profit-making organization. Met, in that 
connection, always shows a deficit. 


Opponents have pointed out that 
ANTA will pull trade from commercial 
theater, and feel that, with non-theat- 
rical incorporators, it is a question of 
taking the theater out of theatrical 
hands. In defense it is urged that if 
it had been incorporated by theatrical 
people there would have been a mad 
scramble for jobs and control. 

Certain that ANTA will appoint the- 
atrical production head, probably giving 
budget and a free hand in production 
matters. Discussions of who head is to 
be are now in the preliminary stages, 
with various names mentioned. Promi- 
nent among them is that of Theresa 
Helburn, managing head of the Theater 
Guild. Winthrop Ames, a natural for 
the job, is in retirement and won’t come 
out of it. 

Supporters of the ANTA point out 
that if the commercial managers had 
made any efforts to safeguard the road 
it might be different. They've let it 
lapse, however, they say, and it’s time 
something was done about it. Commer- 
cial managers’ plans to revive the road, 
of which there were plenty in recent 
years, have all fallen flat. 


League Meeting Scheduled 


NEW YORK, July 6.—There will be a 
general meeting of the League of New 
York Theaters Tuesday afternoon at the 
League's offices in the Paramount Build- 
ing. Chief item of discussion will be 
Equity’s recent ruling demanding pay 
(or “expense money”) for rehearsals, 
with the members asked to send in their 
written opinions before the meeting. 
Altho dramatic producers are generally 
inclined to take it calmly, there is @ 
growing sentiment to fight registered 
among musical men, who would be 
hardest hit by the measure.

Route set for second long- 
est legit trek in 20 years 
—will cover 81 cities

NEW YORK, July 6.—When The Old 
Maid, Pulitzer Prize winner now playing 
the Empire here, goes out on tour Sep- 
tember 30, it will be the second longest 
route of any legit road show in the last 
20 years, according to Bill Fields, who 
will press agent it. Only tour that beat 
it was that taken by The Green Pas- 
tures, which, incidentally, was also press 
agented by Fields. Trek will last from 
September 30, when Maid opens in 
Philly, to some time in May, with Rich- 
mond, Va., the closing point. In that 
time, according to the itinerary, 81 
cities will have been visited, taking in 
$3 States. More than 12,000 miles will 
have been traveled. 


United Booking Office completed ar- 
rangements for the tour Wednesday, and 
they were okehed by Harry Moses, pro- 
ducer. Ohio will get the greatest num- 
ber of Maid bookings, eight stands being 
played there, while Texas will be run- 
ner-up with seven. 


Pastures, according to Fields, holds 
the record with the tour undertaken a 
year ago, when show visited 93 cities 
in 39 States. 

Maid opened here January 7 to gen- 
erally unfavorable notices, the critics 
having covered it on tryout because it 
opened in New York against The Petri- 
fied Forest. Despite that, however, 
business steadily built, until show be- 
came a certain long-runner. Added 
stimulus was given when the show was 
awarded the Pulitzer Prize, despite the 
fact that most critics yelled their heads 
off for The Children’s Hour and kept 
on yelling even after the award. Maid 
will continue at the Empire thru the 
summer, according to present plans. 
The Billboard, covering it at New York 
opening, called it a good play and pre- 
dicted a long run. 

Show was dramatized by Zoe Akins 
from the novel of the same name by 
Edith Wharton. Judith Anderson and 
Helen Menken are co-starred, responsi- 
ble for much of the early draw. They 
will continue with the show on tour. 

Moses, starting this week, is eliminat- 
ing both Saturday performances.

Says NRA Code Sold Indies 


Body and Soul; 


Asks Control 


Calls Hays’ employment of President’s son-in-law a 
flank movement to prevent ousting—statement inserted 
in Congressional Record—other attacks are expected 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—Representative Culkin, of New York, came out openly 


here and demanded Federal regulation of motion pictures. 


He said: “The purpose of 


the employment of John Boettiger, Rocsevelt’s son-in-law, by the Hays organiza- 


tion was obvious.” 


He claimed that the NRA picture ccde turned the independent 
producers and exhibitors over to the movie trust body and soul. 


“These are happy 


days for Will Hays and those he represents,” said Culkin. He added the former 
Republican Postmaster-General (Hays) instead of being the Moses to lead thé 


movies out of the cesspools was, in fact, 
a lobbyist whose sole function was to keep 
the public off the producers as head of 
the Motion Picture Producers and Dis- 
tributors of America. 

“Not long ago,” he said, “it was stated 
that Will Hays could no longer deliver 
and that he was on his way out. It was 
also stated that the Hon. James A. Farley 
would succeed him at asalary of $250,000 
per year. 

“But the time was not quite ripe for 
this procedure and Will Hays executed a 
flank movement on those who were try- 
ing to oust him by hiring John Boettiger, 
who was about to marry the daughter of 
President Roosevelt.” 

The attack on Hays and members of 
his organization ‘s expected to be but the 
forerunner of many more. Altho the 
movies have come in for little discussion 
here of late, it 1s only the pressure of 
other business that has kept it out of the 
Halls of Congress. 

To make his statement more emphatic, 
Culkin ceused it to be inserted in the 
Record.

Distributors To Fight 
New York 2” Sales Tax 


NEW YORK, July 6.—A battle is be- 
ing mapped out by the major producers 
and distributors to fight to 2 per cent 
tax in New York. Universal Pictures 
was the first company to receive notice 
of assessment on its gross film rentals 
in the city. All others are expected to 
be notified within the next few days. 

The tax on gross rentals would run 
into huge figures in Greater New York, 
and the Hays organization is now work- 
ing on a legal fight to test the law. 

The city tax has caused complaints 
all along the line. There is a tax on 
everything but the carbon monoxide gas 
along Broadway. Out-of-towners may 
make purchases in New York and do 
not have to pay a tax providing the 
merchandise is sent out of the city. 

If the tax on films is found to be 
okeh it may lead to other cities follow- 
ing the New York example, which 
would prove costly, and, according to 
observers, the tax will finally land in 
the laps of the exhibitors, who are al- 
ready hard put with almost every con- 
ceivable tax laid at their door.

CHICAGO, July 6.—Columbia Pictures 
will produce 5? full-length productions, 
26 two-reel subjects and 10 single-reel 
shorts during the new season, it was 
announced by Abe Montague, general 
sales manager, at the annual sales meéet- 
ing held at the Medinah Club here this 
week. The schedule is 10 per cent larger 
than that of the season just closing and 
is considered the most ambitious one 
the company has undertaken.

DETROIT, July 6.—The law allowing 
beano, keno and similar games to be 
played under auspices of churches or 
fraternal organizations was vetoed this 
week by Governor Frank D. Fitzgerald. 
The governor quoted a recent Supreme 
Court decision that beano is a gambling 
game in defense of his veto. 

Leadership in opposition to the legis- 
lation was taken by Herman Page, 
Protestant Episcopal bishop of Michigan, 
and coincided with the demands of 
theater owners who have found beano 
a heavy source of competition to theater 
business, particularly in up-State cities. 

The bill is now considered dead for at 
least two years, as there is only a slight 
possibility of passing it over the gov- 
ernor’s veto when the Legislature 
formally reconvenes.

Louisiana To Have 
Movie Censor Board 


NEW ORLEANS, July 6.—With mem- 
bers of the Louisiana Legislature as- 
sembling at Baton Rouge for the sixth 
extra session of the year, a bill propos- 
ing the creation of a State board of mo- 
tion picture ‘censors will probably be 
passed by a large majority at the State 
Capitol this week-end, with the ad- 
ministration, lorded over by Senator 
Huey P. Long, favoring its passage. 

The board would be composed of three 
members, to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, each to get $5 per meeting plus 
a 25-cent charge for examination of 
each 1,000 feet of film. A levy of 84 
for each reel of 1,000 feet or less is im- 
posed, with a like fee for each additional 
1,000 feet or fraction thereof. Penalties 
ranging from fines of $25 to $500 are 
imposed for each violation of the law. 
The act also forbids any parish or 
municipality of the State to have cen- 
sorship boards of their own. 

Considerable speculation was shown 
here when the bill was first proposed, 
and it was represented that the showing 
of motion pictures unfavorable to Sen- 
ator Long had inspired the move. In 
two known instances newsreels shown 
in wide sections of the United States 
revealed uncomplimentary suggestions 
toward the senior senator from Louisi- 
ana. In a recent issue of a now popular 
series of news features, copied after a 
weekly magazine, the Sands Point in- 
cident in the life of Senator Long was 
noticeably missing from the showing 
here, tho flickered on screens as near 
here as Memphis, Atlanta and Dallas. 
Anti-administrationists say that the bill 
is an act of vengeance. 


Pennsylvania Blue 


Laws Get Setback 


HARRISBURG, Pa., July 6.—Governor 
Earle signed the local option bill this 
week, permitting communities to vote 
whether or not they want Sunday pic- 
tures. This is the first time the 
liberals have been able to break thru 
the strong organization of churches re- 
garding liberation from the stringent 
blue laws. 

Churches have determined to fight 
the Sunday openings in every com- 
munity in which a vote is taken. It 
is expected that they will be successful 
in the smaller cities but will lose out 
in the large centers. It will mean that 
the cities will attract heavy out-of-town 
patronage each Sunday to the detriment 
of local merchants.

low. A year ago when I played Wil- 
liamsport, his home town, I found many 
who remembered him. On Price’s Float- 
ing Opera we had the McCormicks, man 
and wife, doing a gun-spinning act. I 
haven't heard from them since I was @ 
kid on the boat show. I also knew Bill 
Kibble and I trouped with Harry Le- 
Mack, who did a gun-spinning act. I 
also knew the Great Arnolda, baton jug- 
gler, and I once trouped with the Win- 
chesters, who featured drum-stick jug- 
gling. At times they would take a hand 
at the baton. The Drum Major is com- 
ing back. The Legion Drum Corps uses 
them but they are not showmen. All 
they do is strut. In the bands nowadays 
I miss the lightning baton juggler and 
the E-flat cornet. Why not write an 
article for The Billboard about the old- 
time street cornet players, those fellows 
who could knock bricks out of the cor- 
ners of buildings? To start off with, 
here are a few I knew: Bull Walters, 
George MacDonald, Joe Robinson, Gene 
Wack, Tommy Ogden, Ben Bergman, 
Steve Donaldson, E. E. Nickerson. There 
were dozens of them I didn’t know but 
I knew about them. Everybody knew 
about them. The bands nowadays don’t 
realize the value of style. Flat feet, 
stooped shoulders, instruments pointing 
to the ground when they should be 
pointing to the heavens. I may be old- 
fashioned, but I still like to see style, 
class and showmanship We used to 
hear the gag about the show bands, 
‘Here they come—there they go.’” 


Edward Van Wyck, Cincinnati dealer 
in circus apparatus, and still an adver- 
tiser in The Billboard, in 1900 published 
a book called America’s and Europe’s 
Greatest Jugglers. Among the gun and 
baton jugglers listed were Charles A. 
Leedy, the Great Darmody (with the 
John L. Sullivan show), Eddie Doyle, 
Major Gus Rose, Miss Le Rue, Kehoe 
and Rainer, Major Kelliher, William 
Criswell (gun juggling on bike), Mlle. 
Brachard. 


Other jugglers listed included the 
Great Everhart (original hoop roller). 
Ollie Young, Tossing Austins, Charles 
Peck, Frank Gregory, Zimmerman, Field- 
ing, Eddie Evans, Allais and Grandau, 
Charles R. Snyder, Everest, Newton, Ollie 
Hardin, Master Harry Craton, Eddie Gil- 
len, Moss, Koppe, V. P. Woodward (tam- 
bourines), Ora D. Vawter, Fred Suther- 
land, Newton, W. C. Fields, Kurtz, Ten- 
fis Trio (including Jessie Miller) and 
the Great Elliott. The last named issued 
a challenge to all card manipulators of 
the world. He became famous for de- 
veloping the “back-hand palm.”

Don’t know that I should be classed 
with the minstrel men, but I did own 
three different minstrel shows. First 
was Rice & Conley Colored Minstrels, 
under canvas, a two-car outfit that 


opened in Fort 
" Worth, Tex., in 
Rice Recalls 1906. Had a good 


outfit, but a ter- 
rible show. Stayed 
out about three 
weeks and closed 
all of a sudden on 
account of the natives of Texas shooting 
at the cars. Came into Fort Worth and 
laid around DeBeck’s Standard Theater 
a couple of weeks when some of the 
performers said: “Bill, why not put out 
a white minstrel show?” So I made a 
one-car outfit and took out the white 
minstrels and used the “colored minstrel 
paper.” This show made nothing but 
money and perhaps was the poorest ex- 
cuse for a show that ever trouped. I 
did have a great outfit and a swell 
parade, but the band was so rotten we 
could not concert. I advertised in The 
Billboard for performers and musicians, 
but could not get anyone worth while. 


Closed in Dallas and built the Lyric 
Theater and the next spring put out the 
Swor Bros.’ Minstrels, with Bert, John, 
Jim and Albert Swor. This was a two- 
car show—a splendid outfit and parade 
—and I still claim one of the best per- 
formances ever given under canvas by 
a minstrel show, but the show never got 
any money, except in the big cities. 
Had three men ahead and this is one 
show where we caught up with the gen- 
eral agent at Denison, Tex., and he 
blowed the train so we were one day 
ahead of our agent. However, I ran the 
show into Fort Worth the next day and 
he remained to this day behind the 
show.

For example. An act goes to New 
York or Chicago and contacts every 
agent and booking office. Each agent 
submits the same act, and the booking

offices believe that the supply of talent 
is much greater than it really is and 
they are trying to buy the talent for 
“apples.” The same booker tries to sell 
a show to the theaters for almost one- 
half or a third what the acts can actual- 
ly get by on and live. The booking of- 
fice is only looking for its 10 per cent 
commission and to get as many houses 
as it can grab. The agent is only inter- 
ested in selling an act for anything in 
order to grab a few dollars commission. 
The performer is hungry and grabs 
everything offered, as he is afraid that 
if he does not ,take the date offered 
some other act will. The result is that 
vaudeville is killed and the performer 
feels lucky to get a Saturday or Sunday 
date to make enough to eat while work- 
ing. 

When I saw these conditions in New 
York, Chicago and especially in Los An- 
geles, I tried to leave vaudeville alone 
and produced a show, An Evening on 
Broadway. Fortunately the show clicked 
in the Western States and has been go- 
ing good since last November and still 
going strong. A couple weeks ago I put 
out a new show, Roisman’s Revels, and 
so far I sold it thru August 3 in thea- 
ters where my Evening on Broudway 
show played. I am proud of the fact 
that I am making a little money with 
these shows and am able to give work 
to 45 performers and musicians who are 
making a good living and saving a little 
money and don’t have to stay around 
the front of the Palace Theater in New 
York or the Woods Theater in Chicago. 

As I said above, show business is not 
nearly as bad as some people may 
think. I am looking forward to a real 
good season about September, as a lot 
of theaters are clamoring for stage 
shows and these are the only’ houses 
we can do business with. I would ap- 
preciate it if you would print this and 
wake up some of the acts which are dis- 
couraged with show business.

Address 
your letters to Motor Transportation 
Department, The Billboard, 25-27 Opera 
Place, Cincinnati, O. We are prepared 
to give you remedies for these condi- 
tions which will prevent others from 
falling into the same trap. 


Arthur Brisbane Says 


Mr. Eastman, federal co-ordinator of 
transportation, suggests a superagency 
like the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to control every form of transpor- 
tation—railroads, airships, motor trucks, 
motor busses. Everything would be 
“regulated” and “controlled.” Wise 
regulation and control might be de- 
sirable, but who will guarantee wisdom? 
Such control as is suggested exists in 
Russia under Stalin, in Italy under 
Mussolini, and doubtless will exist un- 
der Hitler as his dictatorship gains 
momentum. 


Do we need such an arrangement 
here? Private initiative, inventive gen- 
ius, competition still play an important 
part in all transportation, railroads per- 
haps excepted. In late years they have 
relied on monopoly of territory rather 
than on new methods. You interfere 
with something when you say to citi- 
zens: “The government will do your 
thinking,” and that something may be 
important—HIGHWAY HEADLIGHTS.

Senate Bill No. 1651, Section 618, of 
the Vehicle Code, regulates, under a new 
amendment, the lighting requirements. 
Effective July 1. 

Assembly Bill No. 800: To prevent 
overloading vehicles above rate of the 
manufacturer, designating three-quar- 
ters additional weight over the actual 
unladen weight. Effective July 1. 

Assembly Bill No. 2469: All commer- 
cial vehicles must display red flares and 
torches at nighttime and red flags in 
daytime when vehicles are disabled up- 
on the highways. Effective July 1.

General Order, Washington Depart- 
ment of Public Works: New applica- 
tions for permits must be filed by all 
existing carriers.

Illinois-Missouri 


Word from St. Louis June 26 was that 
within three weeks Illinois will force 
every Missouri truck operating in or 
going thru Illinois to purchase license 
plates. Illinois and Missouri are en- 
gaging in a reciprocity war on motor- 
truck license, due to fact that the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission is 
forcing Illinois trucks to purchase li- 
cense or a permit for $5 to operate thru 
Missouri. 


This department has sent letters of 
protest to both States mentioned herein 
and asking them to refrain from enter- 
ing into such a war as predicted. These 
wars come and go and in the long run 
the poor man pays for the feelings of 
the authorities who throttle control of 
such affairs. In our letters we asked 
the authorities to send us detailed re- 
ports of the situation. 


Readers, we ask that you write letters 
to the following authorities stating your 
feelings toward such a war: [Illinois 
Commerce Commission, B. F. Lind- 
hiemer, chairman, and W. W. Hart, sec- 
retary, Springfield, Ml., and Public 
Service Commission, J. C. Collett, chair- 
man, and Robert Holliway, secretary, 
Jefferson City, Mo. These men are re- 
sponsible and they alone may say 
whether they shall co-operate or not. 
Their verdict may settle the affair but 
our point to gain requires them to de- 
clare themselves on the reason why they 
wage such wars, and especially this one. 
Reciprocity is guaranteed by Illinois and 
should also be done by Missouri, there- 
fore it depends upon Missouri for the 
answer to these questions. Please, Mis- 
souri, defend yourself with an answer. 


Oklahoma 


Ed Hiler, special agent Bailey Bros.’ 
Circus, reports that Oklahoma recently 
enacted a law affecting interstate trucks 
and busses, requiring them to purchase 
license plates and to file a cash mileage 
tax bond to cover the four-mill tax. 
This law also applies to trucks with the 
license of Oklahoma. License may be 
purchased at ports of entry; however, 
the tax bond must be filed in advance. 
Mr. Hiler also says he understands that 
one who transports personal property 
for exhibition purposes may be exempted 
from these requirements. 


The laws covering license and tax have 
been published in this department 
heretofore and private carriers are not 
exempt as we are told.

Park Company 


Reach New Working Agreement 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 6—lUnder 
the terms of a new working agreement 
between the City of Bridgeport and 
Pleasure Beach Park Company, operator 
of Pleasure Beach Park, which were 
adopted this week, the company must pay 
the city an annual rental of $11,000 a 
year, reimburse the city over a period of 
three years for the money being spent in 
improvements at the park, and also pay 
the city 15 per cent of ‘ts net profits. 

The agreement provides that the city 
will take over control and operation ex- 
clusively of the bathing beaches, swim- 
ming pool, bathhouses, picnic groves, gar- 
dens, roads, parking space and lavatory 
facilities. The city plans to make a 
charge for the use of the bathhouses of 
10 cents during the week and 20 cents on 
Sundays and holidays. Patrons will be 
allowed to use either the beach or the 
swimming pool. It was also agreed that 
the Pleasure Beach Park Company will 
assume the expense of having the draw- 
bricige leading to the park repaired. The 


bridge was constructed several years ago 
by the park company. 

The last few years the company was 
unable to pay the $11,000 a year rental 
to the city, and the park board reduced 
the figure to $1 a year. It was finally 
settled last week that the company owed 
the city $8,600. The company has a lease 
on the park, which will expire in 1937. 
It was agreed that the company besides 
paying the rent this year will pay 25 per 
cent cf the amount that the city is 
spending this year for improvements, be- 
sides 15 per cent of its profits, while next 
year it will pay 35 per cent, and the final 
year of 1937, everything will be paid in 
full. 

The company agrees that it will take 
no profits nor pay any dividends until all 
fixed charges, including the rents, are 
paid. 

It is also agreed that if the income of 
the company is insufficient to pay for all 
the current charges, all bills will be paid 
on an equal percentage basis. All cx-

It is a calamity to have a fire at an 
amusement park at any time. It is 
worse than that to have it in the oper- 
ating season in the daytime, with the 
park filled with people. But to have it 
on July 1 after a rainy spring is filling 
the cup of wormwood to overflowing. 
All of this happened at Palisades 
Amusement Park, above the Hudson, 
across from 125th street, New York City. 
It started in the Old Mill, which is a 
complete loss, and plowed a strip thru 
the park, culminating by the timely 
work of four fire departments of that 
locality at the big Coaster owned by the 
park company. 

Here is where a swimming pool came 
to the aid of the park in an emergency. 
When all hydrants were tapped the last 
company took its supply of water from 
the famous swimming pool of this re- 
sort. This water saved the Coaster and 
prevented the spread of the fire on that 
side of the onward sweeping flames. 


The Rosenthal brothers had taken 
over this resort just after it had been 
bought in on the mortgage by the for- 
mer owner, Nicholas M. Schenck. They 
had only nine days in which to put it 
in commission for opening day, to so 
soon face this latest handicap. Un- 
daunted, they put on two steam shovels 
the morning after the fire to clean up 
the debris and started workmen on re- 
placements. The Custer Cars repaired a 
sector and were running by 2 p.m. the 
day following the fire. Some attractions 
will not be rebuilt. The sweep of the 
flames was thru the active part of the 
park. The big Bobs Coaster, erected by 
H. G. Traver and standing idle for three 
years, was untouched. The one dam- 
aged was built by the Schenck brothers 
in 1910, when they opened the park. 
Had the high part struck by the flames 
been of steé? the damage would have 
been slight. The crowd on July 2, fol- 
lowing the fire, was large. They came 
to see and remained to spend, making 
it a good week day’s business.

Whirl

For fear that too much space has 
been devoted in recent issues exclusive- 
ly to pro divers and other pool em- 
ployees and too little attention given 
to the owners and operators of tanks, 
I'm going to curtail discussions on pro 
diving this week and cater to the pool 
men. 

However, those who have been fol- 
lowing Peejay Ringen’s letter in which 
he issues a $500 challenge to all high 
divers will be interested in learning 
that Peejay’s communication will be 
continued next week, and there will 
also be published further details on the 
world’s championship high-diving com- 
petition proposed by this department. 
So much for the high divers for the 
nonce. 

New York City pool men are using 
theatricals as a means of drawing night 
business. While locals are crediting 
Messrs. Potter and Deane, of the 
Miramar outdoor tank, Manhattan, with 
starting the fireworks, they having en- 
gaged Angelo Fernandez and his NBC 
band to play for dancing, in so doing 
they are forgetting two important 
Points. One is that the Miramar bunch 
is not using the band to draw night 
business, as they are having the musical 
combo supply dance tunes during the 
afternoon only, and second is that a 
few seasons ago both the Bronxdale 
pool, Bronx, and Farragut natatorium, 
Brooklyn, employed similar methods 
thru theatrical entertainment; that is, 
to attract night patronage.

wisely do. Understand that the River- 
side Cascades pool in mid-Manhattan, 
Miramar’s opposish, will also soon ex- 
ploit dancing to a name band. Both 
Bronxdale and Farragut plan theatrical 
celebrity nights.. 

All this comparative activity, following 
six weeks of inactivity, has the con- 
ductor of this column overjoyed. For 
many's the time I harped away here, 
yelling for the local pool men to do 
something to entice the crowds. And 
at last some attention apparently is 
being paid to the pleas. 

More power then to the pool men 
with foresight enough to realize that 
they can’t expect to do business unless 
they do something to command it! 


The pool industry lost a great man 
last week. While Thomas Rabbitt, 
known to his friends as “T. A.,” was 
better known in the hotel field than 
among the aquatic fraternity, he did 
much to make the Park Central indoor 
tank a paying proposition despite the 
opposish from the bigger St. George 
plungerie. It was he who advocated 
heavy exploitation on the pool, and it 
was he who employed the tank as a 
business getter for the hotel housing it. 
While he was officially titled “general 
manager” of the Park Central Hotel, he 
was also, in reality, the brains behind 
the workings: of the tank. Together 
with Harry A. Lanzner, popular prez 
of the hotel, they put over many big 
pool deals. He was always proud of 
the swim meets held there and of the 
newly formed Park Swimming Associa- 
tion. It’s ironical then that a man so 
interested in swimming should leave 
this world by drowning. Yes, good ol’ 
T. A. is gone. While enjoying a July 
4th boating trip he accidentally fell and 
was lost in the Hudson. At this writ- 
ing his body has yet to be recovered. 
The Park Swimming Association and the 
Park Central pool have lost a great fan. 
Harry Lanzner has lost a great co- 
worker. And this writer has lost a 
great friend. 


Wonder how many pool men have 
realized the necessity of a barber shop 
and beauty parlor operated in conjunc- 
tion with either an outdoor or indoor 
pool. I remember the first one I saw 
was at the Prospect pool, in the Bronx. 
And now I’ve come across another one 
at the Palisades Amusement Park surf 
pool. Of course there must be many, 


many more thruout the country. And I 
presume all pay well, for what girl 
doesn’t need to have her hair fixed up 
after swimming? They told me at the 
Palisades pool that the barber shop 
takes in quite a bit on Saturdays when 
all the gals combine their weekly hair 
waving with their swim.

Ten cents is 
the tarrif for the use of comb and brush 
and a dash of tonic, which isn’t too 
much at all. And I understand that 
the patrons don’t mind the charge at 
all, but on the other hand appreciate 
the facilities offered them. It’s an idea 
that might be looked into by all pool 
operators.

MONCTON, N. B., July 6.—J. W. Boul- 
ter, secretary-manager of annual Char- 
lottetown (P. E. I.) Fair, went before 
Judge J. J. Parker at Moncton recently to 
protest against the Charlottetown fdtr 
being forced to pay any fee to the Cana- 
¢ian Perforrning Rights Society, Ltd. 

Judge Parker has been making a tour 
of Canada, having been appointed ta 
investigate the claims of the society that 
it is entitled to a per seat tax from 
all theaters, dance halls, fairs, carnivals, 
circuses, skating rinks, etc. . 

Boulter said in his testimony before 
the commissioner that the Charlottetown 
Fair was a citizenship corporation and 
cohducted on a non-salary basis. H. H. 
Phinney, counsel for the protestants, 
submitted that the society is not réR- 
istered as an extra-provincial corpora- 
tion in the Province of New Brunswick and 
cannot legally collect taxes there. He 
asked why Canadians were not numbered 
among the society’s clisnts, and to this, 
the commissioner stated that Europeans 
would arrive soon to reveal where the 
moneys collected in taxes went. The 
protestants claimed the tax should be 
collected in the beginning if at all and 
not at the end of the use of music 
Claimed by the society as the properties 
of their clients. The machinery for col- 
lection of the taxes was far too intricate 
and confusion prevailed, the objectors 
claimed. They also claimed, thru their 
counsel, that some of their number had 
been threatened with arrest and jail for 
non-payment of the taxes imposed by the 
society.

ALEXANDRIA, Ky., July 6.—The two 
major political parties in Kentucky were 
asked to incorporate in their platforms 
this fall provisions to bring about legis- 
lation at the 1936 session of the Legis- 
lature to stimulate activities of county 
fairs and to promote legislation which 
will grant financial assistance to them in 
a resolution adopted at a meeting of the 
Campbell County Agricultural Society, 
which operates the Alexandria Fair.

— With fine 
weather last three days and first real bit 
of summer to encourage showmen at 
Parc des Attractions at Exposition Inter- 
nationale De Bruxelles, daily attendance 
is increasing gradually. The inclement 
weather for first two months of exposi- 
tion had almost dampened their hopes 
of ever having summer. 


Charles Paige, of Los Angeles, Calif., 
who has been in Europe for last two years 
building coasters and who is now asso- 
ciated with the Thompson-Traver inter- 
ests as chief builder, departed for London 
by a special chartered plane with Thomp- 
son to lay plans for some reconstruction 
at Blackpool. Paige expects to be gone 
a fortnight. 

Harry Hargrave is busy changing loca- 
tion of his Lindy Loop, which will re- 
place the Cocktail Ride, better known to 
American showmen as Cuddle-Up. Me- 
chanical trouble has been constantly de- 
veloping with the Cocktail. 


John Fiedel and Harry Hargrave’s local 
partnership may be cause of Hargrave’s 
stay in Europe for a year or two more. 
This week they will leave for Germany 
to build four Rocket rides and follow 
that output with several more in Eng- 
land. 


The Traver Nudist Colony, which has 
been top money show, was closed on com- 
plaints of too much nudity, but has been 
reopened. The artistically painted front, 
which is heing managed by Mrs. Walter 
Sibley, is now portraying some blank 
paper, which is posted over some of the 
taore daring figures. 

The Madison Club, a swanky night spot 
in Pare des Attractions, has been closed 
by police officials and all furnishings and 
property removed by them. It is said 
some 800,000 francs was put into -the 
club and permission for opening was 
granted by proper procedure, but this 
‘s customary in Belgium, we are in- 
formed, and proceedings are now in prog- 
ress as to police rights on point of law. 
In the meanwhile club stands dark. 
What could be called a‘ Belgian fortune 
is probably a lost investment. 


The automatic machine operators are 
also having conriderable trouble keeping 
open and have changed types of machine 
several times. It has beer. stated by po- 
lice some operators have ventured into 
gambling in some cases. Such errors 
have caused them to be closed while 
=— operate daily without interrup- 
ion. 

A recent fire in a “Fritz” stand on 
main midway caused much commotion 
among showmen adjacent to stand de- 
molished. There are several “Fritz” 
stands which are fried potato venders, 
and thru overheated grease recently 
about closing time it looked for a time 
as if it was serious. The Casa Blanca, 
an Oriental show, operated by some Bel- 
gian showfolks, suffered the most. 
Most of equipment was saved by some 
fest-thinking showfolks, but building 
was somewhat damaged. 


The “Life” show of Dufour & Rogers 
is four stories high in the rear, which 
levels on back midway. A store space 
&0x20 under Life building has been 
leased to M. Klingle from Germany, who 
is now operating his marionette show. 

A newly developed chute ride is now 
in process of building in the Thompson- 
Traver area of the Parc des Attractions, 
and will be open in a few days. 


The latest thriller in the Parc des At- 
tractions is the Parachute Jump, in- 
stalled by local sportsman, Van Schelle. 
This new attraction is a steel structure 
of scaffolding 100 feet high with two 
extending steel arms, on which a cable 
is operated attached to the top point of 
a canvas parachute, with regulation har- 
ness for the jumper. The patron is 
strapped to parachute on a platform and 
when ready jumps to field below. The 
cable is operated on a brake drum and 
automatically slows up the jumper as 
the chute nears the ground. The price 
is five francs per person per jump at 
your own risk. There is an elevator or 
lift, as it is called here, to take the 
self-imposed dare-devil to the top. 

A most spectacular pageant was held 
on Sunday, the Battle of Flowers and 
Floral Procession in presence of Her Ma- 
jesty, Queen Astrid. Commencing at 
4 pm., beautifully decorated cars and 
floral floats moved on main avenues of 
fairgrounds for two hours before a crowd 
of 280,000 people. This record attend- 
ance was the second largest, first being 
Whitsuntide, with official figures at 
310,000.

CINCINNATI, July 6. — With more 
propitious weather conditions than were 
on tap last six or eight weeks a majority 
of carnivals, in various parts of the

Association, Ine.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 6.—The ACA 
visitation program has been resumed in 
full force. The coming week we shall

The early part of August will be de- 
voted to shows playing the New England 
area, and Conklin’s All-Canadian Shows 
will be viewed on invitation of their 
president, J. W. (Paddy) Conklin, dur- 
ing this period. The latter part of Au- 
gust and the early part of September 
will be used to visit shows which by 
that time will be in Northern Pennsyl- 
vania, Southern New York and generally 
in the Buffalo-Pittsburgh area. 


The New York appellate term (second 
department) recently decided a case in- 
volving the liability of the owner of a 
place of amusement, which in our 
judgment is an outstanding decision. 
The action was brought by one Hammel 
against the Madison Square Garden 
Corporation (filing dated April 25, 
1935). Plaintiff sued the Garden Cor- 
poration for injuries sustained while a 
spectator at a hockey match, he being 
struck by the puck, which came over a 
31,-foot railing, while seated in a front- 
row seat at the side of the rink. Altho 
the trial court granted plaintiff judg- 
ment, the Appellate Court unanimously 
reversed the lower court and dismissed 
the complaint, holding that the plain- 
tiff assumed the risk. The court in its 
decision pointed out that altho this 
case is without exact precedent, it is 
similar to a series of baseball cases in 
this State, which for the most part hold 
the proprietor to be not liable and 
which in turn rest upon the New York 
doctrine that one who engages in a 
sport assumes all the obvious risks of 
that sport. 

This case is important to the carnie 
val industry for the reason that it defile 
nitely indicates that the trend of dee 
cisions in this State is in favor of the 
showmen at this time.

I Welps Vou, the Paper and Kavertiears to Man- 
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Speed on Rollers 

By CYRIL BEASTALL 
This time I have a few things to say 
about roller speed skating, a branch of 
our pastime known to be highly popular 
in some parts of America. 

It has long been a source of query to 
quite a lot of skaters over here who are 
keenly interested in speed matters as to 
how some rinks :n the United States are 
able to set out a track apparently out of 
all proportion to size of floor. 

As example of my meaning, we have in 
England Alexander Palace (London), 
most popular rendezvous of speedmen in 
the country, with actual skating area of 
210x110 feet and a 15-lap track, while 
Embassy rink, Birmingham, with floor 
space measuring 310x100 feet, has racing 
track loid out for 11 circuits to the 
mile—opposed to these exceJlent repre- 
sentations of average conditions on this 
side of the Atlantic, one hears of 9-lap 
tracks being possessed by at least three 
rinks located in America of very similar 
dimension to our Alexandra Palace. 

In England speed skating (ice and 
roller) is under control of the NSA, which 
rules that the track shall be not less 
than 15 feet wide for four runners. Un- 
der these conditions, allowing for only a 
small entry, one must.have a floor space 
measuring upwards of say 250x130 feet 
in order to set out a track taking nine 
laps to a mile, to be consistent with good 
racing. 

America’s largest indoor rink, Roller- 
drome, Culver City, just out of Los An- 
geles, has a floor dimension of 225x125 
feet and track runs to 11 laps a mile, 
which is proportionate. 

Carman rink, Philadelphia, operated by 
the Careys, known far and wide as speed- 
men of vast experience, has a 110x70-foot 
floor and an 18-lap track—one can credit 
anything done on such rinks as these, but 
when one hears of ultra-fast times put 
up in rinks claiming to possess tracks 
seemingly well out of proportion to the 
floor, it can hardly do other than make 
cone dubious as to the authenticity of the 
performance, 

Ido not wish to appear out for a gen- 
eral running down of American speed- 
men and their achievements, but I do 
appeal for some explanation of just how 
these seemingly large tracks are come by. 

Only recently — was informed that a 
certain American speedster had done the 
mile in 2:1914 on a 9-lap flat track some 
eight years ago. Malcolm Carey, reputed 
one-mile champion, has never yet done 
such a fast time over one of his favorite 
distances, not by quite a few seconds. 
And our own Benny Lee, who ranks 
among the very fastest short distance pro 
speed boys, has not done better than 2:54 
on a genuine 9-lap flat track, which time 
he put up in 1927 at Holland Park, Lon- 
don, on largest floor available in England 
since the war. 

Banking on corners, rarely seen in 
England, but featured in some American 
roller rinks, has very little bearing on the 
actval length of lap, but has a decided 
effect on times put up. Art Eglington, 
one of the fastest on rollers of all time, 
got down to 2:241-5 for the mile in 
Riverview Rink, cago, in 1916 (on a 
9-lap banked track), but his best time 
over the distance as a pro in England 
was 2:55 2-5 in 1924 on the Holland Park 
track, which suggests strong possibilities 
of Benny Lee getting inside the 2:30 
mark on a 9-lap banked track, given the 
opportunity. But 2:19 on a flat track 
(9 laps) is quite a different proposition 
and takes a certain amount of digesting.

rule I don’t believe they will ever get 
a wrong steer. New England Jack Mur- 
ray has been piping in for some time, 
but I believe his pipe in the issue of 
the 29th was the best ever. The article 
by Frank Haitchcox, You Can’t Thumb 
Your Way Thru Pitchdom, calls for tho 
highest praise.”

From a few min- 
utes after 8 o’ciock until after 11:30 the 
rush for tickets continued. Uncanny 
is the only word that expresses my 
thoughts of this man even to the way 
he reads the minds of the crowds. Right 
in the middle of what I thought would 
mean more business he gave the word 
te close up. He knew by instinct, by 
years of experience, that the ‘spenders 
were all in and the few quarters that 
might flow in were not sufficient rec- 
ompense for tiring his performers out. 
For with all his brusque ways he has a 
mighty soft spot in his heart for all 
who may be under him. First on the 
lot in the morning and the very last 
to leave at night—untiring, unselfish 
and straight-from-the-shoulder in all 
his dealings was the way I found this 
man. His assistant manager, Harry Lew- 
iston, like his superior, is one of the 
hardest workers I have ever seen—onm 
the job all the time, never shifting his 
work on any of his associates, and at all 
times shouldering more than his share. 
May these men always prosper—they 
deserve it.”

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Public Reaction 


Some examples of unfavorable public reaction, about 
which we have warned the trade, are now matters of record 
and should be carefully studied by the trade. One of the 
most significant of these happened in connection with House 
Bill No. 79, passed by the Legislature of Maryland but vetoed 
by the governor. 

The Baltimore Evening Sun, April 11, reported in detail 
that seven judges of the Supreme Bench of Baltimore de- 
parted from precedent to express open opposition to the bill 
that had been sent up to the governor. The vigor of the op- 
position expressed by these judges and the unprecedented 
character of their action was such as to stir up public senti- 
ment, provide sensational material for newspaper publicity 
and is given credit for having led to the veto. 

After having tried to get at some of the facts back of the 
Maryland bill for licensing coin machines, it appears that a 
bill promoted by private interests for licensing certain types 
of pay-off machines was introduced in the Maryland Legis- 
lature. The bill was replaced in committee ‘by a bill for 
licensing pinball games and diggers, a bill which impressed 
me as a very practical bill for this purpose. 

Due to the change in the form of the bill in committee, or 
for some reason, the honorable judges of the Baltimore high 
court were led to suspect trickery and manipulation and 


their sensational attack followed. Some of their statements, 


as they appeared in the newspapers, follow: 


“The bill, as originally offered in the House, was brazenly 
launched as a pirate ship . . . for by its title, it provided for 
a new section of the License Laws of the State under a sub- 
title ‘Gambling Devices’ and proceeded to license these de- 
vices. Some man who had an inkling of the moral standards 
of our people caused the striking out of everything in the 
original bill but the words ‘A Bill’ and substituted therefor 
the bill as now enrolled and before your Excellency. The 


original bill prohibited the operation of these gambling de- 


vices within 600 feet of a school. . . . The present bill con- 
tains no prohibition regarding schools. . . . As far as the act 
is concerned, these machines may be placed in every school 
in the State or next door to every school.” 

One of the judges called the bill a “palpable fraud” be- 
cause of the definition of machines to be licensed: “the de- 
scription of these machines in the bill makes it easy to vary 
the construction of the machines and take them out of the 
license class and yet free them from successful prosecution 
by reason of the mere existence of the law.” 

I think the henorable judges were misled in the placing 
of their suspicions; that is, they suspected a practical and 
reasonable bill and overlooked the real culprit. But the fact 
remains that seven judges of a high court were led to break 
all precedent and come before the public with charges of 
trickery in promoting coin-machine legislation. In The Bill- 
board, March 23, this editorial warning was given the trade: 

“IT SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD FROM THE BE- 
GINNING THAT PUTTING ANYTHING OVER ON 
THE PUBLIC IS LIKELY TO AROUSE PUBLIC OP- 
POSITION TO OUR BUSINESS RATHER THAN WIN 
PUBLIC APPROVAL FORIT. It is often an easy matter 
to get thru legislation that clearly is in opposition to present 


< 
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public opinion. But the public has a way of striking back that 
may wipe out an entire industry. In the long run it is much 
better to win by cultivating good will and educating the pub- 
lic to accept our games than by stealing legislative advan- 
tages.” 

However misplaced the opposition of the Baltimore 
judges may have been, it is a strong reminder to the pro- 
gressive elements of the coin-machine industry to be on guard 
against trying to put something over on the public thru legis- 
lation. Manufacturers and distributors have recently agreed 
on a “ky States” program in which favorable legislation will 
be sought in certain States recognized as important centers 
of the trade. , 

It is to be hoped that in launching this new and pro- 
gressive program the groups supporting the program will 
play fair with the public and with the coin-machine trade 
itself. Bills have been supported by the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation and other organizations within the trade, while 90 
per cent of the rank and file of the trade were kept in com- 
plete ignorance of such bills, who was supporting them, or 
what the real objectives were. Such secrecy has no educa- 
tional value and is bound to react unfovorably in more ways 
than one. 


It is readily admitted that, due to the modern legislative 
racket, political channels must be used in seeking any kind 
of legislation. But even those interests seeking legalization 
of such forms of gambling as lotteries seek widespread pub- 
licity for their plans. They educate the public to accept or 
at least condone their ideas. There can be little trade unity 
and no effective bids for public favor as long as the rank and 
file of the coin-machine industry itself is kept in the dark 
about what is going on. 

The Maryland case is not the only recent outburst of re- 
action against legislation promoted by coin-machine interests. 
Unfavorable reaction to coin-machine laws recently passed 
has started in Florida and Oklahoma. I have no definite in- 
formation on the exact source or nature of the opposition to 
the new Florida licensing law, but at a distance it would ap- 
pear to be chiefly political. In Oklahoma there is a definite 
case of public reaction against a law recently passed to license 
various types of coin machines. 


IT IS SIGNIFICANT THAT THE FLORIDA AND 
OKLAHOMA LAWS INCLUDE CERTAIN TYPES OF 
SLOT MACHINES AND PAYOUT DEVICES UNDER 
THE SAME LAW WITH STRAIGHT PINBALL GAMES 
AND OTHER SIMPLER DEVICES. 


Judging from these experiences in two States, it would 
appear that pinball games and simpler devices should be kept 
entirely separate from slot machines and similar devices. In 
many cases the trade will not be permitted to say what type 
of bill shall be presented; in others, it is well known that pin- 
ball games are sometimes used to secure favors for types of 
machines in public disfavor. It would be good business for 
the manufacturers and distributors to come to some agree- 
ment on policy on this issue—and make that policy generally 
known to the trade. 

Gambling is a specific type of amusement to millions of 
people, but, in consideration of a large section of public opin- 
ion, gambling devices should stand on their own merits and 
seek legal recognition independently of other types of amuse- 
ment devices. Gambling may eventually be licensed as prob- 
ably the only way to meet the increasing costs of govern- 
ment, but for the time being at least pinball games should be 
kept separate to prevent unfavorable public reaction.

If It’s Twins 
He Wins Money 


CHICAGO, July 6.—Visiting in Chi- 
cago this week was Leo Weinberger, of 
the Southern Automatic Sales Company 
and 8S. A. Automatic Music Company, 
Inec., Louisville. While spending a few 
days on business here he took time 
off for a lake cruise. 

Then he will return to Louisville, he 
said, to await the “blessed event,” sin- 
gle or double as it may be. He was dis- 
playing a Lloyd’s policy, the first of its 
kind in Kentucky and one of the few 
in the world, which will pay in the 
event of twins—or more. Having been 
the father of twins before, he was not 
so sure whether it was a case of fear or 
confidence. Commenting on the policy, 
a Louisville newspaper had the follow- 
ing to say: 

“It would have been a big help to 
Papa Dionne had he been covered by the 
type of insurance a Louisville man has 
bought to protect him against the next 
family replenishment. It is a policy is- 
sued thru Lloyd’s, of England, guaran- 
teeing to pay $500 in U. §. dollars in 
case it’s twins or better. 

“Issued last March on a ‘form ap- 
proved by Lloyd’s Underwriters—Fire 
and Non-Marine Insurance,’ it under- 
takes ‘to pay a total loss in the event of 
> s giving birth to more than one 
child at the time of her next confine- 
ment, expectant date, August 25, 1935.’ 
No claim is payable should the birth 
take place more than six weeks before 
the expected date, and in the event of 
more than one child being born at least 
two must live for a longer period than 
24 hours. 

“On the back of the form are the 
names of the agents, Rose, Thomson, 
Young & Company, and Hatch, Symond- 
son & Brown, showing the division of 
the liability between the respective 
members of the firm. 

“In its essence, the contract is a 10- 
to-1 wager that the little troubles will 
come not in battalions but as single 
spies. Actually the odds against the 
birth of twins, computed thru long 
medical experience, are much greater, 
and the prospective father is getting 
all the worst of it as a premium payer. 
In the year ending June 24 there were 
1,600 deliveries at the City Hospital. of 
which 16 were twins, a ratio of 100 to 1. 
What shortened the odds in this partic- 
ular instance, however, is that the 
mother has had twins before and Lloyd's 
brokers have full faith in the adage that 
history repeats.” 


Multiple Coin Idea 
Popular With Players 


CHICAGO, July 6.—Dimes and quar- 
ters are almost as easy to get as nickels, 
according to Jim Buckley, sales manager 
of Bally Manufacturing Company, who 
says that operators report a number of 
the larger denominations Mixed with 
nickels in Frisky and Banker, both of 
which machines are equipped with 
multi-coin chutes. 

“Operators are beginning to realize,” 
says Jim, “that a certain percentage of 
the public is as free with dimes and 
quarters as the majority is with nickels 


and they are picking up plenty of extra 
dollars. In the case of our machines, it 
costs the operator nothing extra to go 
after these larger coins, as he has his 
choice of straight nickel play or the 
penny, nickel, dime and quarter chute 
both at the same price. We attribute 
the heavy run we are having on these 
two machines partly to the stepped-up 
ezrning power due to the multi-coin 
chute.” 

Both of the above games are based on 
well-known card games, the former 
playing black jack and the latter poker. 
A feature of Banker is that it plays 
poker with numbers, which are said to 
be easier «o figure than the conven- 
tional card symbols and also more wel- 
come in certain territories. Both games 
utilize kicker action to enhance the 
suspense, and Banker is equipped with 
a backboard, which shows both the 
score and the anti-tilt in bright lights, 
visible from almost any point in the 


Sees Small Operator as 
Hit by New Price Trend 


DETROIT, July 6.—Horace V. Barber, 
former operator of the Barber Vending 
Company, has reorganized his business 
as the Wolverine Vending Company, 
with offices on Lincoln boulevard. 

Barber is operating thruout the city 
of Detroit and suburbs and has ma- 
chines well scattered over the territory. 
His specialties are in pin games and nut 
venders. Incidentally, he is a leader in 
the field in Detroit and is vice-president 
of the Skill Game Operators’ Associa- 
tion of Detroit. Seasonal slump in 
business was confirmed by Barber, who 
attributes this solely to the usual sum- 
mer conditions. 

He pointed ouf a marked trend toward 
elimination of smaller operators because 
of the present price trend. “One year 
ago machines would cost under #40 for 
a good type of pin game,” Barber said. 

“Today we think nothing of paying 
$50 to $100 for a good machine; typical 
good sellers are priced at 897. With this 
price increase, double or triple what it 
was a year ago, the smaller operator is 
out of the picture. 

“Furthermore, the smaller location is 
bound to be eliminated. Only spots 
that can afford to place the higher 
priced machines and return a reasonable 
profit will be continued by business- 
wise operators.” 

The tendency toward higher prices is 
also expected to eliminate the practice 
of location owners buying their ma- 
chines direct because of the heavy in- 
vestment.

CHICAGO, July 6.—Atlas Novelty Com- 
pany, Midwest distributor for Stoner 
table games, announces that simul- 
taneous with the enlargement of its 
showrooms orders have come pouring in 
from operators thruout the corn-belt 
region.

NEW YORK, July 6.—Theater Display 
Company has begun to use the sport- 
lands here for prominent advertising 
displays of the Broadway shows, as well 
as for neighborhood showhouses. A 
beautiful electrical display sign is placed 
in a prominent spot in the sportland. 
The sportland also can feature an- 
nouncements of its own on the sign 
in conjunction with the colored card 
which features the show at one of the 
larger theaters. There is a small service 
charge of about 50 cents per week, and 
most sportlands are beginning to fea- 
ture the displays in their places. 

The company also furnishes some fine 
slogans for sportlands and he!ps arrange 
the advertisements on the sign. The 
general makeup is very attractive, flashy 
and adds to the attractiveness of the 
spot itself. Sportland owners also feel 
that the tieup with the larger theaters 
by the use of these display signs is very 
effective and has an unusual appeal. 

More and more uses for advertising 
in the prominent spots are beginning as 
the larger firms take note of sportland 
importance in this city. American 
Safety Razor Company, maker of Ever- 
Ready products, is also attempting to 
get display space in all the leading 
sportlands and the effect has been to 
improve the general appearance of the 
spots with unique displays which have 
attracted popular attention. 


Faber Using Airplane 


To Advertise Sportland 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Nat Faber is 
popularizing his resort Sportlands by 
airplane advertising. The plane makes a 
one-hour flight that covers an area of 
more than 100 miles and it is estimated 
that millions of people have a chance to 
see the flying streamer stating: “Play at 
Faber’s Sportlands.”

The Coupon Problem 


By BILL GERSH 


ONE of the outstanding problems in the operation of sportlands is the coupon, 
The system of coupon distribution has been so highly developed that in 
general the public is almost as well acquainted with it as the sportland owners, 
It has also proved itself a fine system for further play stimulation as well as 
the correct medium of exchange between the player and the sportland. 


There arises a problem in the use of coupons which is becoming more 
serious daily. The problem of dishonest employees who are taking advantage 
of the trust placed in them and who distribute to their friends sufficient numbers 
of points to cause a loss in the sportland where they are employed. 


From the angle of the employee, who may gain a pair of shoes, or a 
hat, or a suit of clothes, or some other valuable merchandise once or twice 
during the week, the complete transaction of thievery in this instance turns 
about like a boomerang to do him more harm than good. 


Not alone from the standpoint of becoming a thief in the eyes of his 
friends and his associates, as well as his employer, but from the very fact that 
stealing points brings loss to the spartland and eventually closes the doors of 
what might have been a prosperous spot. With the closing he loses his job and 
in these days this is a serious matter. Many plans have been installed to 
prevent loss from this direction and yet evcry one of these systems has been 
found to contain flaws here and there. 


One sportland owner has the boys place fresh cards on each machine as 
they come on duty. Their cash and the number of coupons they are given 
is checked against them. When their shift is finished the cards are checked 
against the coupons given and a pretty close average is made, 


But still this does not prevent a friend of one of the clerks entering the 
store, playing the games and receiving 100 points where he is only rightfully 
entitled to one or two. ere is no way in which to check against this type 
of thievery, regardless of the constant surveillance of a floor manager. Whether 
a general check-up system or whatever other system may be used, as long as 
the employee back of the games’is handling the coupons there will always be 
thievery. 

Someone suggests the use of the “five and ten” store system. Allow 
the employee to pass out the minimum of points and when a player is to receive 
over the minimum have one central floor man offer the coupons to the player 
after checking his score. Certain owners believe that this system may be the 
best one of all, for it is certain to create a double check on the passage of the 
coupons. This may work in cases where the floor man is absolutely honest or 
has an interest in the sportland. 


Another suggestion is the use of the ticket games. The games to be 
so manufactured that the sportland owner can set them according to whatever 
points he wishes to give. Also that insert boards be sent with the games so that 
they can be changed at the rate of once every two or three wecks if necessary. But 
there is also a hitch in this instance. In the first place, the cost of the games 
is tremendous. In the second place, they cannot at present be set according 
to the systems in use. Third, there must be a large enough variety in games 
so that the player’s interest will be retained. 


The eventual solution will probably be the use of ticket games in all of 
the sportlands, with the players bringing the tickets to a general counter to be 
exchanged for coupons. In this manner there will be an absolute check on all 
the coupons distributed, and tho the cost will be higher, it is also certain that 
the savings will be equal to the increased cost and therefore allow the same 
margin on which the sportland owner works today.

Police Inspect 


Digger Machines 


NEW YORK, July 6.—With the “great 
victory” in the Supreme Court here 
pronouncing the diggers legal and there- 
fore halting prosecution and loss of rev- 
enue, the digger men celebrated their 
victory by assuring location owners 
thruout the city that the machines 
could now run as formerly but that 
they would be under the supervision 
and inspection of the police. 

It is believed that this method of in- 
spection is the best thing that could 
happen in the digger field, for some of 
the operators were a bit unscrupulous 
in their operating methods. In this 
fashion, it is believed, unscrupulous 
chiselers will be eliminated and the in- 
dustry will be able to face any situation 
in much better fashion. There will be 
a halt to all “buy-back” merchandise 
arrangements here. There will also be 
a halt in the use of items which cannot 
possibly be removed from the machines. 

Nuts and screws on claws will be reg- 
ulated so that the items the public 
want can be obtained by skillful manip- 
ulation. It is also known that certain 
operators so arranged the screws on the 
claws that the claw would not fully 
close and therefore very thin items

could not be removed at all. Other 


chiseling of this kind will also be elimi- 
nated, for the sharp eyes of the police 
will be watching for such machines 
constantly. 

Tho the victory is a great one from 
the standpoint that the machines are 
now legal, many operators wonder 
whether politically this decision may not 
make a football of the industry. It is 
charged that the buck is being passed 
by the license commissioner to the 
mayor and that from a licensing stand- 
point it will not be known for some 
time just where they stand. 


Plans are still in progress to get the 
machines licensed at the earliest pos- 
sible time. The fact that they were for- 
merly called vending machines by cer- 
tain officials of the license department 
has been changed. They are now under 
the classification of “games of skill.” 
This change will allow the machines to 
be operated in a new manner, it is be- 
lieved. 

There is also a movement under way, 
if the machines are not licensed by Oc- 
tober, to have a bill introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen for regulation of the 
industry in ordinance form. Since the 
machines have been adjudged legal, this 
is now possible and may be the best 
method to adopt. 


It is believed that the turning point 
has been reached here for the digger in- 
dustry. New spirit has been instilled 
into the operators, it is claimed, and 
they are ready to fight for their rights 
where formerly they were dependent 
upon the good will of certain officials. 
They wish to co-operate to the fullest 
extent with all officials but do not 
want their industry to be harassed by 
publicity-seeking politicians, and cer- 
tainly do not want to be dependent up- 
on the corner policeman. They do not 
want to become involved in petty graft 
and it is believed that the association 
is now at such a point where such ac- 
tion will not be necessary. 


It is reported that a meeting of the 
leading merchandise manufacturers, 
diggéer-machine operators and distribu- 
tors has been called by the Art Metal 
Works, maker of Ronson Products, to 
set up a standard for the industry in 
general. This meeting is eagerly await- 
ed and will introduce many new fea- 
tures, it is believed. 


State License in S. D. 


PIERRE, S. D., July 6.—Coin machines 
in South Dakota are being taxed from 
$5 to $200, effective July 1. The tax 
was passed at the last session of the 
South Dakota Legislature. 

License fees are required for the pub- 
lic operation of any machine for the 
vending of mints, candy, matches, mar- 
ble boards, striking machines, electric 
shock machines and any other device 
requiring the deposit of money or metal 
tokens before operation. 

Several types of vending machines are 
exempt from the operation of the new 
tax law and include pay telephones, 
sanitary napkin machines, gas meters, 
water meters, pay toilets, public weigh- 
ing machines, postage stamp machines 
and drinking cup machines. 


Increased Tax Is Felt 
On Chattanooga Games 


CHATTANOOGA, July 6.—Operators 
of the several hundred pinball games 
set up for the enjoyment of Chatta- 
noogans who like to see the marbles roll 
into high-score holes are being made 
to feel the sting of a new law calling 
for payment of a higher license in this 
city 


The 1935 legislature amended the sec- 
tion of the revenue act so as to raise 
the annual privilege tax on the pinball 
games from $5 to $10 a year. With State 
and county taxes of the same amount, 
operators within the city limits now 
must pay $30 a year. 

Two city license inspectors are mak- 
ing the rounds of all drug stores, 
restaurants and other establishments 
where the games are operated and are 
serving notice of the new license re- 
quirements. McKinly Hays, assistant 
city auditor, estimated that there are 
between 300 and 500 pin games in Chat- 
tanooga. 

The new law is worded so it does not 
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leave a loophole for the operator to 
evade paying the license. It provides? 
“Each such machine must bear a notice 
that the license has been paid. Any 
person allowing such a machine to be 
set up in his place of business lacking 
this requirement shall be liable for this 
” 


For Reference 


Amendments to the 1932 Revenue Bill 
in the State of Tennessee were passed on 
April 22, 1935, and signed by the gov- 
ernor on the same day. The amended 
section is published herewith for refer- 
ence purposes: 

ITEM 78—SLOT MACHINES, SALES- 
BOARDS, ETC. 

(23) Amend Item 78 by striking out 
the entire item under the subhead 
thereof and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 

(a) Every person engaged in 
operating within this State any ma- 
chine wherein may be seen pictures 
or heard any music by depositing 
therein a coin or thing of value, or 
any machine for making stencils by 
use of contrivances operated by de- 
positing in the machine any coin or 
thing of value, or any lock operated 
by slot wherein money or thing of 
value is to be deposited shall pay 
for the same, for each county where 
set up and operated, the following 
tax: 


Every such machine that requires a 
deposit of not more than 1 cent, per 
annum $2.50. 

More than 1 cent and not more than 
5 cents, per annum $5. 

More than 5 cents and not more than 
10 cents, per annum $7.50. 


More than 10 cents and not more than 
20 cents, per annum $10. 

More than 20 cents and not more than 
30 cents, per annum $12. 


More than 30 cents, per annum $15. 

This item shall not apply to slot ma- 
chines from which drinking cups are 
delivered at not more than 1 cent per 
cup or machines dispensing peanuts of 
the market value of the coins deposited. 

(b) Each person operating any 
slot weighing machine shall pay for 
the same, for each county where 
set up and operated, the following 
tax: 

Each such machine that requires a 
deposit of not more than 1 cent, per 
annum $1. 

Each machine that requires a deposit 
of more than 1 cents, per annum $2. 


May Seek Pinball Test 
Following Digger Case 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Reports are cur- 
rent that a number of conferences have 
recently been held by leaders among the 
operators’ associations to plan to seeK a 
court ruling cn pinball games similar to 
the Supreme Court decision recently 
handed down in favor of cranes and 
diggers. Opinion prevails that this is the 
logical time and the fact that the games 
are already licensed by the city will tend 
to simplify the case. 


The step, if taken, will be according 
to a friendly understanding with the 
license department. The all-important 
question of prizes will probably be in- 
cluded in the case. If the question is 
presented at en early date it will prob- 
ably be heard before judges already 
familiar with pinball games and condi- 
tions in this area. Officials will view the 
step with sympathy, it is felt, in order 
that a point of contention about the 
games may be definitely settled in the 
higher courts.

Amusement Parks Report 
Coin Machines Succeed 


* 

DETROIT, July 6.—Coin machines in 
amusement parks have been one of the 
sensations of the summer season in 
Detroit. While all local parks have some 
coin machines, a sportland at Jefferson 
Beach, another at Eastwood Park and a 
penny arcade at Edgewater Park, the 
last operated by Manfred Linick, have 
been the principal features of the last 
season or two. 

With the 1935 season, however, East- 
wood Park has made a bid for the 
world’s championship in number of 
sportlands—three in one park, in addi- 
tion to the penny arcade. Plans are 
announced for increasing this space. 

Last season a small stand in a corner 
near the Roller Coaster was set aside for 
a few crane machines after two or three 
had proved profitable in 1933. With the 
spread of patronage in these machines 
and in pinball, Bill Beasley, of New 
York, put in three sportlands this sea- 
son, leasing space from the park com- 
pany. 

The sportlands are further distin- 
guished by being in charge of a woman, 
Mrs. L. D. Wikstrom, who makes @& 
capable job of running the three spots 
with a staff of one girl cashier in each 
and two men to handle other details. 

The original sportland location now 
has nine cranes, arranged in batteries 
around the wall and in the center. An- 
other is located across the midway, near 
the ballroom, with ten pin games and 
four crane machines, while the third 
is at the other end of the park, near the 
entrance to the Show Boat. This one 
houses seventeen pin games and three 
crane machines. 

All three are well patronized, Mrs. 
Wikstrom reports, and this was verified 
by visits to each during the week. 

In addition to the sportlands there is 
a large penny arcade in the park, op- 
erated by the park and managed by 
Elmer Lucas. The business here is so 
large that a staff of five is kept con- 
stantly busy.

trophe bringing out thousands intent on 
seeing the smoldering ruins. 

Press department, headed by Bert 
Nevins, skillfully avoided the fire as the 
principal point in follow-up stories and 
instead released a blanket statement 
playing up rehabilitation for July 4th 
business, which came in droves. 

Contrary to newspaper reports, none of 
the ruined or damaged property was 
covered by insurance. Old Mill was said 
to be worth $25,000. In the line of fire 
and either demolished or damaged were 
the Dancing Doll game, Ball game, 
Adolph Schwartz’ Creation Show, Sport- 
land, two food stands, Motor Parkway 
and small structures. 

Jack and Irving Rosenthal, lessees of 
the park, rushed in a Loop-o-Plane to 
take up part of Old Mill site and back 
end will be turned into an athletic play- 
ground ready for next season, according 
to an official spokesman. 

There were several injuries, none very 
serious, with firemen and visitors af- 
fected, but one of the park’s personnel, 
George Seibert, of the shooting gallery, 
received a burn in his left arm as a re- 
sult of an exploded cartridge. Rink, also 
taken for a loss, had recently been rented 
as @ concession and had been improved 
to the extent of about $1,500. 

It was the first day of Hearn’s De- 
partment Store Party, with about 1,500 
children present, and most of the 3,000 
or so in the place at the time the fire 
broke were watching the free act, Walker’s 
Animals, Walker extending his act for a 
few minutes to prevent possible panic, 
which didn’t come off. Blaze was seen 
on New York side from about 80th street 
to a point near the George Washington 
Bridge.

They operated the Brooklyn 
spot for many years. A Boardwalk realty 
company is now running it.

Newark Plans 


A Tournament 


NEWARK. N. J., July 6.—This city will 
probably have the first pinball tourna- 
ment in the State. At a recent meeting 
of the members of the New Jersey 
Amusement Board of Trade this action 
was proposed by George Ponser, local 
distributor. 


At the meeting were present the exec- 
utive committee composed of D. M. 
Steinberg, who is also president of the 
New Jersey Automatic Merchandisers’ 
Association: Charles P. Polgaar and 
George Ponser. L. G. Anderson, of The 
Billboard, was present as a visitor. The 
meeting room contained only a few 
members, but these decided on the pine 
ball tournament immediately. 


The purpose of the tournament is to 
raise sufficient revenue to help ray the 
legal expenses and other work, so that 
the State organization may overcome the 
adverse decision by Judge Brennan in 
Common Pleas Court, which closed al- 
most the entire State to prizes on pin 
games. 


Operators in New Jersey report that 
the play on their games has fallen to 20 
rer cent of normal since prizes have 
been discontinued on orders of the loca! 
police department. Licenses are still 
being issued, the operators claim, but 
without prizes for daily and weekly high 
score the games haven’t been able to 
get the play as they did in the past. 


Part of the money will go for further 
advertising which has gained so much 
good will for the coin machine industry 
in the State. The belief is that since 
the appearance of the advertisements 
of the New Jersey Amusement Board of 
Trade there has been a favorable feeling 
for the business thruout the State. 


The tournament will be in one of the 
larger spots in town and is expected to 
attract a great deal of attention. Some 
who have been working on this plan say 
the general consensus of opinion is to 
stage the tournament in the brightest 
spot in Newark and to draft every mem- 
ber of the Board of Trade to help put 
it over in a big way. 


Leaders in the movement are expected 
to be the executive committee of the 
board and also Mr. Anderson. The Bill- 
board’s aid will be asked to help popu- 
larize the tournament in various ways, 
as has been done in other cities. 


Other plans are to follow the tourna- 
ment with action on the part of capable 
attorneys to prove to the authorities the 
benefits of the games to business in gen- 
eral. Among these facts will be listed 
the statements of many leading retail 
stores that frankly say that they have 
been able to continue in business be- 
cause of the revenue produced by the 
games in their places of business. 


It is expected that a small admission 
fee will be charged and that in return 
so many free plays will be given the 
ticket purchaser. He will then have the 
opportunity to compete for the cham- 
Pionship of the State With some major 
prize as a reward. a

Mr. Ponser at his palatial showrooms. 

Ponser has contracted for a large 
quantity of the first quintuplet ma- 
chine, Hit or Miss, as well as a large 
number of the new Chain-a-Light games 
made by Pacific. These games will be 
ready for delivery to the trade within a 
few days, Ponser stated, and he was sec- 
onded in this statement by McClellan. 
It is also McClellan's belief that the 
games will prove unusually worth while 
in this territory and that operators will 
find them great “money makers.” 

McClellan also stated that the firm 
would soon have ready a new baseball 
game called Big Leaguer, which he be- 
lieves Mr. Ponser will find ideal for his 
State. 

The game is being tested in Chicago 
at this time, Mr. McClellan said, and has 
been found to be one of the best his 
firm has turned out.

Cuba Makes Concessions 


To Liberalize 


1928 Law 


New resolution in response to complaints from cities 
that need revenue—prescribes permit rules for vending 
machines and skill games—1928 resolution is canceled 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—Highly significant and of importance to both manu- 
facturers and operators of pinball games and vending machines is the report this 
week released by the specialties division of the Department of Commerce con- 
cerning duties and existing laws in Cuba, three South American countries and 
Sweden. Manufacturers in particular will be more than heartened to learn that 
these countries loom as a field for properly conducted exploitation campaigns. 
Thru the co-operation of the specialties division and its chief, Thomas Burke, 


The Billboard has obtained interesting 
trade tips for manufacturers bent upon 
expanding into foreign markets. Altho 
many foreign countries appear on the 
surface to be the proverbial “pot of gold” 
to the casual observer, the wise manu- 
facturer has learned thru experience to 
look before he leaps, while at the same 
time he bears in mind the old saying 
“nothing ventured, nothing gained,” and 
veterans at the Commerce Department 
know this is no paradox, but sound busi- 
ness sense. 


According to the report, Cuba has 
passed a recent resolution regarding the 
operation of automatic vending machines 
and pinball games. The preamble of the 
resolution states that since the operation 
of slot machines and other coin ma- 
chines was forbidden by a resolution of 
July 20, 1928, there has been a number 
of complaints and requests for revision 
of the regulations which not only have 
caused a decrease in municipal incomes 
but which have also been applied to auto- 
matic machines which are purely a mat- 
ter of skill. Accerdingly, the new resolu- 
tion contains the following provisions: 

First—Cancellation of the resolution 
of July 20, 1928. 

Second—Authorization and regulation 
of new applications for permit as follows: 

(a) Every application must be accom- 
panied by a sketch or photograph of the 
machine to be installed with a detailed 
description of its operation, the make, the 
name of manufacturer and the product 
to be sold. 

(b) When the machine in question is 
operated purely as a matter of diversion 
or skill, the same information as set forth 
in the preceding paragraph shall be sup- 
plied, as well as details as to the induce- 
ment offered to the customer, and the 
amount to be deposited for the operation 
of the machine. 

(c) In no case will permission be 
granted for the operation of these ma- 
chines if they distribute to the client 
or operator any gift, coupon, object or 
premium, or produce, at the moment of 
operation, pictures, numbers, advertise- 
ments or similar pastimes. 

(ad) Permits may not be granted for 
operation of mechanical vending devices 
for confectionery which do not show pre- 
vious to operation of the machine, the 
intrinsic value of the article sold, and the 
quality, name or class of goods which the 
client will receive from the operation of 
the machine. 

(e) When preceding requirements have 
been filled and the Department of Gov- 
ernacion has ruled favorable on the ap- 
plication for a permit, the applicant shall, 
before installing the machinery, send a 
statement in quadruplicate to the public 
order section of the department, setting 
forth the number of the machines, the 
place where it is to be installed and the 
date and number of the license issued by 
the municipal authorities of the town 
where the machine is to be installed. 


(f) The original of this statement, 
signed or legalized by the Sub-Secretary 
of the Governacion, shall be attached to 
the original application; the duplicate 
shall be sent to the chief of the national 
police for his information; the triplicate 
shall go to the mayor of the municipality 
in which the machines are to be in- 
stalled, and the quadruplicate is to be 
returned to the applicant, who may then 
proceed with the installation of the ma- 
chine. 

Third—Infractions of these regulations 
shall be punished by immediate cancel- 
lation of the permits. 

The report states that it will be noted 
from the foregoing that while some ad- 
ditional concessions have been made in 
operation of coin machines, very little 
additional opportunity is created for the 
sale of such machinery in Cuba. The 
chief appeal of a machine of this type to 
the Cuban public is the element of 
chance, and since this is still eliminated 
by the new regulations, there is actually 


little change in the present situation as 
far as coin machines are concerned. Man- 
ufacturers can draw their own conclu- 
sions as to the possibilities of the pinball 
game, introduced as sporting goods and 
purely a game of skill. 

As far as can be ascertained, in Hon- 
duras the report states there are no pin- 
ball games in operation at the present 
time, and there is no one who would 
appear to be interested in operating such 
games. Regulations pertaining to opera- 
tion of the games in Honduras state that 
in general all games of chance and bet- 
ting are prohibited, and other games such 
as billiards, etc., are permitted, but since 
the matter of classifying games is an ad- 
ministration one there is no possibility 
of determining whether pinball games 
would be prohibited except by actually 
importing them. 


From Barranquilla, Colombia, comes 
the report that there are no pinball 
games being operated for profit. There 
are nosuch games in any part of Colom- 
bia, altho there are many in existence in 
Trinidad and Jamaica. According to local 
authorities, the report states, both gam- 
bling and sport games may be operated 
in Barranquilla upon the payment of a 
municipal tax of 25 pesos a month for 
the operation, and a municipal tax of 10 
pesos, as well as a national tax of about 
the same amount, for the operation of 
non-gambling games. Upon presentation 
of these tax receipts a special permission 
will be granted by the mayor of the city. 
The import duty on pinball games would 
amount to 20 centavos per kilo under 
item 770 of the Colombian customs tariff. 


So far as can be learned at the present 
time there is little interest in the pinball 
game in Norway. There are at present 
only two or three in operation in Oslo, 
and while no statistics are available cov- 
ering imports, it is reported that they 
have been exceedingly small during re- 
cent years. Aoccording to Norwegian cus- 
toms there would be a specific duty of 
Kr. 0.35 per kilogram plus surcharges of 
50 and 20 per cent, or a total of 
Kr. 0.63 per kilogram; there is an addi- 
tional charge of 2 per cent of tne duty to 
cover charges. 


After an investigation, the report con- 
cludes, it was found that there were few 
pinball games in operation in Stockholm, 
Sweden. It is believed that Grona Lunds 
Tivoli, the leading amusement park, has 
recently made arrangements with a Brit- 
ish firm to try out a few of them this 
summer. The park operatiors, however, are 
understood not yet to have made any 
purchases of equipment, 


It is further recommended that manu- 
facturers interested in exploitation cir- 
cularize the large amusement parks and 
send them full information. It is be- 
lieved that there are no rules or regula- 
tions in Sweden which would restrict the 
operation of the pinball game. The duty 
on them would be about 2.00 crowns 
(about 50 cents) per kilogram.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 6.—Hardly had 
the news of winning the May contest 
been published to the trade when it 
was also announced that Jack Moore, 
local distributor, had also won the June 
sales contest of O. D. Jenn.zs & 
Company. Moore sells coin machines 
made by the Jennings firm in this ter- 
ritory and has won the sales contest 
honors for April, May and June in suc- 
cession.

18,000 Licensed 
N. Y. Locations 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Since the state- 
ment of Mayor LaGuardia in the daily

chines operating. The licenses are not 
taken out for the individual games. 
They are taken out by the merchant so 
that he can place games in his place of 
business. He explains that included in 
these 18,000 licenses are those of the 
sportlands, wherein one license calls for 
anywhere from 20 to more than 100 
games. The average sportland has ap- 
proximately 40 games. Good locations 
may have anywhere from two to five 
games. For example, an Elks’ Club is 
known to have 10 games and these are 
covered by the one license for the loca- 
tion. 


It is almost impossible to compute 
the number of games which these 18,000 
licenses call for, Haskell says, but it is 
believed that the city receives close to 
$150,000 for the licenses. If licenses are 
again issued within the near future, 
Mr. Haskell believes that the yearly 
mark will pass 25,000 licenses and that 
the revenue to the city will be of much 
greater importance than ever before. 
There is a possibility that these 18,000 
licenses cover more than 50,000 games. 
The figures are based on the 100 or 
more licenses which have already been 
issued for sportlands and also the spots 
where two or more games are on loca- 
tion. If 25,000 licenses were issued, 
there would probably be close to 100,000 
games in the city. 


Machine Has 30 Chutes 


CHICAGO, July 6.—Following up its 
reputation for counter devices of merit, 
the Groetchen Tool Company is pushing 
Turf Piash as a novel machine with sport- 
ing appeal. It jis said to be the “only 
coin machine that permits several play- 
ers to play horses at the same time to 
win, place or show, taking in from three 
to five coins for every race.” 


The machine is described as offering as 
many as six payoffs for each race. In- 
serting the coin in the chute sets “horses” 
and “odds” reels in motion, and these are 
stopped by pneumatic action to prevent 
manipulating. There are 30 coin slots to 
accept pennies, nickels, dimes and quaf- 
ters. Three coin slots are arranged for 
each of the 10 horses. All coins inserted 
are held by a row of plungers until the 
finish of the race, when they drop to their 
relative positions. The machine is 
equipped with a ball-gum vender.

The sportiand carries one of the largest 
assortments of drug sundries found out- 
side a regular drug store. The demand 
for this type of merchandise, it was ¢x- 
plained, is unusually heavy. The items 
are all nationally advertised brands. It 
seems the players feel that this merchan- 
dise belongs in the sportlands. Since 
fewer points are needed for drug sun- 
dries, most players seem to feel that it is 
easier to win an award in this type of 
merchandise.

To the Editor: “I read the first copy 
of the Legal News Bulletin which we 
received and think it is very instructive. 
As I view the whole situation of the 
coin-machine industry, it has been more 
or less run under cover in the past. 
Things which affected our industry were 
never brought to light. From the 
manufacturer down to the operator they 
were kept in total ignorance of what 
was transpiring in other parts of the 
country—which was detrimental to the 
industry as a whole. 

“When adverse conditions came up 
affecting the industry there was never 
anyone there to counteract the trouble. 
Incidentally, bills have been passed 
against the machines, outlawing them 
for no reason whatsoever. If the manu- 
facturers had been properly organized 
and had a legal department similar to 
trade associations thruout the country, 
such things as this could never get by. 

“As I view the coin-machine industry 
at the present time, I am firmly con- 
vinced that it needs a general cleaning 
out from top to bottom. A general or- 
ganization should be formed which 
would take in the manufacturers, job- 
bers, distributors and operators of ma- 
chines. A definite policy should be 
adopted, that is, covering the cost and 
selling price of machines. As it is now, 
there is so much ‘chiseling’ going on 
that a legitimate jobber cannot see his 
way clear to advertise the manufac- 
turer’s product. It is bad enough when 
the jobber has to compete with the 
manufacturer. Here in Chicago there 
are any number of manufacturers who 
sell directly to the operator at jobber’s 
prices. These so-called jobber-operators 
take the machines and operate them 
for a week or two and then sell the 
machines as new at cutthroat prices. 
They can afford to do this because they 
have already made their profit operat- 
ing the machine and then selling it as 
a showroom sample. 

“The Billboard has always been fair 
to the operators, jobbers, distributors 
and manufacturers of coin machines,

NEW YORK, July 6.—Irving C. Som- 
mer and Nat Cohn, of the Modern Vend- 
ing Company, distributor of the Daval 
Box Score game in the States of New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut, re- 
port that the game is being acclaimed 
by all operators due to the many pro- 
tective features which it embodies. 

One of the most important features 
for the operator is award protection. By 
this, Mr. Sommer says, the operator 
knows just what the merchant has given 
away in awards to players. He explains 
that the Box Score has a hidden register 
which checks each cne of the winning 
scores at whatever number of runs the 
operator wishes to set the game. In 
this fashion there are no further dis- 
putes possible between the location and 
the operator, he claims. It is also pos- 
sible for the merchant to check on dis- 
honest employees and to know just 
what number of awards have been paid, 
regardless of the statements of employ- 
ees. 

Other features are a concealed button 
for the player who takes his time shoot- 
ing the full game and finds that the 
lights have gone out. To check the score 
all the merchant has to do is press this 
button and relight the entire game.
